In any survey of the work of the Jewish War-Services 
Committee it is important to stress the fact that not only 
does the Chaplaincy Office look to the spiritual comfort 
of the Jewish members of His Majesty's Forces but that 
it also deals with the many material problems which 
may beset the soldier. 

Hundreds of letters pour into the Chaplaincy Office every 
week, and each one is dealt with in a practical manner, 
promptly, sympathetically, and tactfully. I learnt when | 
called at the Committee's offices last week that the Chaplains 
make it a particular point when dealing with this corres- 

mdence to give each reply the personal touch, unfettered

1 was also informed that the response to the letter which 
appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE asking for hospitality 
for Canadian Jewish soldiers for the Passover period was 
very adequate and the Committee is most grateful to all 
those who offered such hospitality 

Mr. William Hurwitz, the Hon. Secretary of the Com- 
mittee, visited Manchester and Liverpool recently and inter- 
viewed many Jewish Ministers who have offered to devote 
some of their time to additional! officiating chaplaincy work 
in Manchester, Liverpool, and the north Midlands. The 
proffered co-operation of the Presidents of Synagogues, and 
of Mr. Nathan Laski in particular, has been of the greatest 
value in arranging these extra services 


Manchester and Liverpool Arrangements 


Manchester and Liverpool are making detailed arrange 
ments so that Jewish soldiers stationed in their areas and 
unable to go home for Passover will be offered hospitality 
by private. families. Both these cities have active and 
influential Hospitality Committees 

The Jewish War-Services Committee greatly appreciates 
the fine work of these provincial Hospitality Committees. 
Other similar Committees have been established throughout 
England, Scotland, Ireland, and Wales, and serving men and 
women who want Passover hospitality, wherever they might 
be stationed, should, provided their Commanding Ofhcer 
rants them leave, get in touch with the local officiating 

Sympathetic help has been received from the Christian 
clergy, and it is not too much to say that the Jewish 
Chaplains could not do their work as well as they do were 
it not for the full co-operation of their Christian colleagues. 

Another important part of the Committee's work is the 
dispatch of books such as the Chief Rabbi's revised ~ Book 
of Jewish Thoughts,” the Soldier's Prayer-Book, and a little 
handy-sized pocket-book called “Prayers For Trench and 
Base” which has been compiled by Captain B. L, Q. 
Henriques. In a foreword ‘to this booklet, the Chief Rabbi 
writes that “it should prove a welcome aid to private 
devotion in the trenches and at the base, and a valued 
companion to the official ‘Prayer Book for Jewish Soldiers 
and Sailors.’ ” 

The work of the Committee is increasing at such a rate 
that the staff will shortly have to be augmented considerably 
to deal with it. 


CHAPLAINS TO GO OVERSEAS 
Two New Appointments 


The Jewish War-Services Committee announces that 
Rabbi I. Brodie has been appointed Chaplain to the 
Forces (4th Class) and will shortly be proceeding over- 
seas, where he will act as Senior Jewish Chaplain. Rabbi 
Brodie will be followed overseas by the Rev. B. 
Cherrick, who has also received the appointment of 
Chaplain to the Forces (4th Class). 

Rabbi Brodie, who is a former Minister to the Melbourne 
Congregation, Australia, is Tutor and Lecturer at Jews 
College, London. The Rev. B. Cherrick is Minister at the 
New Synagogue. London.

THE EXPORT WAR 
AND REFUGEES 


Helping to Capture 
Germany's Markets 


VALUE OF EXILES’ 
SPECIALISED KNOWLEDGE 
[from out Special Correspondent] 


The Export Campaign is now gathering momentum 
following the creation of the Export Council at the 
beginning of last month. Each of the main industries 
in this country is at present engaged in forming its own 
export group, which will be responsible for planning 
the attack on selected markets. In fact, a complete 
reorganisation and regimentation of the export machin- 
ery of British industry in a huge drive to capture world 
markets is under way. 

here are two main tasks which exporters will have 
to deal with: first, to maintain their old markets: 
secondly, to capture new markets Refugees now in 
this country can, I believe, prove of invaluable assist- 
ance in this campaign, which has been described by 
Sir Cecil Weir, Executive Member of the Export 
Council, as “no less vital than that which our soldiers, 
sailors, and airmen will have to fight and endure’ 

It is, in particular, in the drive for new markets that 
the refugees can help the Allies. Great Britain must 
now seek to satisfy those import requirements which, 
previous to this war, were satisfied by German, 
Austrian, Czechoslovak, and Polish supplies—and there 
are retugees who know those requirements very well. 


Britain’s Colossal Task 


In an interesting article in the February issue of Export, 
Mr. P. Elek, writing on this question, says: “It is of vital 
importance to this country that British exports should now 
take the place of German supplies in the world market. 
Even more so as this problem is so very much connected 
with our overriding desire to bring this war to an early 
successful conclusion.” 

He shows the relative importance and magnitude of the 
problem by the following figures: “Germany's whole 
exports (excluding Great Britam, Austma, Czechoslovakia, 
and Poland) in 1937 (the last year when all the countries 
since seized by Germany were still independent) amounted 
to approximately £410,000,000. Czechoslovakia’s exports 
(excluding Great Britain, Germany. Austria, and Poland) 
in 1937 amounted to £62,000,000, whereas Poland's in the 
same year amounted to £27,000,000 (again excluding Great

THE NEW ALIENS TRIBUNALS 


{From our Special Correspondent} 

The new aliens tribunals—which are to be known as 
Regional Advisory Committees—are unlikely to begin 
work for a fortnight. 

It is now clear that not only will “B” Certificates 
(aliens who, although not interned, are not permitted 
to travel more than five miles from their home without 
police permission, and are subject to other restrictions) 
be reviewed, but also certain “C™ Certificates (aliens 
free from all restrictions). Unofficially, I understand 
that in this last category only “ bad eggs”’ will come 
under review. 

So far as aliens in “ protected areas’ are concerned 
—in particular at naval centres—the Home Office has, 
I learn, made arrangements with local police authorities 
for all aliens over sixteen in those areas to fill in special 
forms if they wish to continue to live there. The police 
were informed of this new arrangement last week. 

The special tribunal set up by the Home Office to deal 
with friendly aliens has almost finished its work. This 
tribunal. of which Sir Ronald Macleay, a former British 
Minister. to Czechoslovakia, is Chairman, has had to 
deal with every person in this country claiming Czech 
nationality. 


PERISHING AMONG 
THE HEATHEN 


A vivid light on Jewish life in Nazi Germany during 
the first six months of the war is shed by statistics which 
have become available in Berlin. They show that only 
five Jewish children were born in the whole of Germany 
during that time. 

The death rate, on the other hand, had risen higher 
than ever before. In Berlin alone 1,844 Jews died, of 
whom 1,112 were men and 732 women. 

Only 4.310 Jews emigrated from Germany during that 
period. As is well Known, Jewish emigration has now 
been entirely suspended. 

These few figures depict more eloquently than whole 
treatises the tragedy that has befallen a once great Com- 
munity, now faced not merely with poverty and degrada- 
tion but with physical extermination, 


MORE JEWS THAN ARABS 
Figures of Overseas Enlistment 


Before the House of Commons rose for the Easter 
recess,- Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, the Colonial 
Secretary, said that since the war began 1,709 Jews and 
392 Arabs had enlisted in Palestine for service over- 
seas. These figures included the Auxiliary Military 
Pioneer Corps already in France, which contained 742 
Jews and 306 Arabs. 

“Nobody denies the loyalty of the Jews to. this 
country,” Mr. MacDonald added, “and we. deeply 
appreciate it. We appreciate the help we are getting 
from the Jewish and the Arab communities.” 

The very next day, Sir Victor Warrender, Financial 
Secretary to the War Office, gave the numbers Serving 
in the Palestinian unit which recently joined the British 
Expeditionary Force in France as 430 Jews and 230 
Arabs.

Sidelights on the Jew in 
the Army 


A PADRE’S ROVING 
COMMISSION 


By RABBI DR. L. RABINOWITZ, C.F. 


The life of a Jewish Army Chaplain is full of inci- 
dent and variety. Owing to the scattered nature of his 
flock, he has to cover a much larger area than do his 
colleagues of the Christian denominations: his contacts 
are wider and his experiences more varied. Hardly a 
day passes without an incident which is worth recalling 
-——without his being brought forcibly to realise that we 
Jews are indeed a Peculiar People! 

I do not propose now to deal with the ordinary work 
of the Chaplain, the visits to men of the Jewish Faith, 
the barracks and camp services, the ordinary ministerial 
duties which are his function in the Army. I want to 
touch upon a few of the sidelights, the untoward inci- 
dents, and the humorous aspects which are the salt of 
the Chaplain’s life, 

Perhaps the greatest advantage which accrues to the 
“Jewish Padre,” which. so sharply differentiates his 
calling from the civilian ministry, is that he ministers to 
all sorts and conditions of Jews. 

Theological tests are, thank God, nct applied in the 
Army, and whoever attests on enlistment as a Jew is 
entitled to, and becomes the recipient of, the ministra- 
tions of a Jewish Chaplain. Orthodox, Reform, Liberal, 
conforming, non-conforming—al! these labels which are 
attached to the suit of mufti find no place on His 
Majesty's uniform. 


An Astonishing Range of Jewishness 


And yet I doubt whether the astonishing range of 
Jewishness * which I found in one unit could: possibly 
be imagined to exist outside a stylised character study. 
There were in this unit six “Jews,” two officers, one 
N.C.O., and three men. Of the two officers one had 


formally renounced Judaism and had become a sincere » 


and devout Christian Scientist. The other had a Jewish 
father and Christian mother, but had attested as a Jew. 
The N.C.O., who came from a well-known Jewish 
family, said to me: “| am in something of a quandary, 
Padre. 1lam_a Jew, and attested as such, but I infinitely 
prefer Church to Synagogue.” Of the three men, two 
of them, brothers, were the sons of a Christian father 
and Jewish mother, but both of them were strongly 
Orthodox and were competent Hebrew scholars. So 
much so that one of them conducted the service for 
me on two occasions. Only the last of the six could be 
termed an “ ordinary ” Jew! 

To these six was recently added, in the person of the 
Medical Officer to the unit, a New Zealand Jew who, 
in the course of conversation, casually mentioned lo me 
that he had brought his Tallis and ITefillin with him 
from New Zealand. So far he had not failed to lay 
Tefillin once. When I expressed my surprise that the 
Antipodes should produce so stalwart an exponent of 
Orthodox Judaism, he proffered the explanation that 
his father was Parness of the local community in New

Zealand. “Iam afraid that that is no proof of Ortho- 
doxy in the Home Country,” I could not forbear 
replying! 

For my next story I would choose a double title in 
th. style of the old plays: “ The Cohens and the Kellys, 
or What's in a Name?” 1 called upon a certain unit in 
a town “ somewhere in England,” and inquired of the 
adjutant whether there were any men of the Jewish faith 
in his unit. He answered in the negative. Over a cup 
of tea I remarked that this was only the second occa- 
sion on which I had found no Jewish soldiers in a unit, 
but in the previous instance my journey was not entirely 
fruitless as I had found two Jewish girls in the A.T.S. 
attached to that unit. 

“ Ah!” exclaimed the Adjutant, “that’s an idea! We 
may have some among our attached troops.”

He thereupon rang the bell for the Sergeant-Major, 
and to my utter astonishment said to him: “ Sergeant- 
Major, just go downstairs and inquire of Miss Cohen 
whether we have any of the Jewish faith in the A.T.S.” 

“ Miss Cohen?” I asked, “but surely she herself is 
Jewish?” 

“Oh, no,”. was the 
Catholic.” 

“ May. I see her?” With pleasure.” 

Miss Cohen duly arrived and confirmed that she was 
a Roman Catholic, that her family had.been so for three 
generations, her great-grandfather having been Jewish. 
“ But we are. very proud of our Jewish descent, and 
that’s why we've never changed our name.” 

After a few minutes’ conversation I left and pro- 
ceeded on the journey which had brought me to that 
town, a visit to a serving son of an acquaintance of 
mine, a Mr. Cohen. He was stationed not a hundred 
yards from the other unit, andin response to my request 
to see Corporal Cohen, | was told that they had no 
soldier of that name. “ That's funny,” I said, “ have 
you any Jews?” “Qh yes. we have a Corporal Kelly ” 
(that, of course, Was not the name). ““ May I see him?” 
“ Certainly!” 

As you may have guessed, Corporal “ Kelly ” turned 
out to be the son of Mr. Cohen. So what is in a name?

It is a commonplace that war, and more especially 
Army life, produces a revolutionary effect upon one’s 
ideas, more particularly in the sphere of religious 
thought. It either destroys one’s faith or, as has hap- 
pened in so many instances, causes a genuine revival of 
religious feelin:. 

Even in the short period of my chaplaincy | have 
come across a remarkably large number of instances of 
the latter, of which the following is a striking example. 

| always like, if possible, to have an officer at my 
military services, not out of any false snobbishness, but 
because it acts as a great encouragement to other ranks 
to attend : therefore made a :pecial point of urging 
a Jewish officer whom I met in the course of the week 
to attend my service the following Sunday. He pro- 
mised to do so, but on the Sunday morning telephoned 
that he had been called away. “ Very well,” thought I,

that | was unaware of the existence of this Jewish officer. 
In my ignorance of military terminology, I used to 
call on units and ask for a “ nominal roll of men of the 
Jewish Faith,” which was duly furnished. When I had 
almost completed my inquiries in the Division to which 
I was then attached, an adjutant had the perspicacity to 
say to me: “ Do you want a roll of men only, or officers 
and men?” And it was then that for the first time I 
realised that in the Army an officer is not a man! 


For purposes of pay, etc., each Chaplain is attached 
to a definite unit, and this fact has placed me in a 
peculiar and almost unique position. The Infantry Bri- 
gade, of which my Battalion is a component, consists 
of four Battalions. There are four Chaplains to the 
Brigade, one Church of England, one United Board 
(Free Churches), one Roman Catholic, and myself. 
Like myself, eacn one is attached to one of the units, 
with the result that he “ squeezes out” the others. I 
am the only Chaplain to my battalion, and to some 
extent have to minister to all the soldiers in that unit. 
Purely religious matters are, of course, excluded, but 
cases of distress among the families of non-Je‘vish 
soldiers have come to my notice and have been dealt 
with. In my capacity as Chaplain te the Battalion, and 
with the help of some friends with contacts in the theat- 
rical world, I arranged a concert for the Battalion.

To return to a more specifically religious note. The 
service to which I look forward with the greatest of 
pleasure is the Sabbath service with my own regiment. 
One of the causes which conduces to that pleasure is 
the three-mile walk across fields from my billets to the 
Regimental Headquarters. We Jews have become so 
urbanised that it is almost a unique experience to go 
cross-country to a religious service. The high-water 
mark of these services was reached on Sabbath 
Chanucah. With a borrowed miniature Sefer Torah and 
Ark, and a Menorah, the otherwise bare room was given 
the semblance of a Synagogue. The traditional tunes 
were sung with vigour, devotion, and, mirabile dictu, a 
definite tunefulness. The Kiddush provided by my 
friends after the service was a fitting conclusion. After 
Kiddush was made, the non-Jewish soldiers in the build- 
ing were invited to have a drink “ in celebration of the 
Maccabean Festival.”

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


HEROIC SILENCE 


“Then Moses said unto Aaron: * This is that the 
Lord spoke, saying: Through them that are nigh unto 
Me ! will be sanctified, and before ail the people 1 will 
be glorified.’ And Aaron held his peace.” (Lev. x, 3.) 

While listening to the consoling words of his brother 
im the hour of tragic bereavement, Aaron, the high 
priest, remained silent. He knew that Moses’s words 
were intended to lighten his grief at the sudden loss of 
his two sons serving at the Altar, and he paid full 
attention to the Divine message conveyed to him that 
it was the sacred calling to which Nadab and Abihu 
had devoted themselves that was responsible for their 
fate. The severe punishment inflicted upon them 
corresponded to the exalted position they had occupied 
in the Sanctuary, and the Divine fire that consumed 
them while they were offering “ strange fire before the 
Lord” was intended to demonstrate that God afflicts 
most severely those He loves most dearly, so that others 
might heed the warning and appreciate the lesson. 
Aaron’s silence. was more eloquent than words. It 
signified his acquiescence in the Divine verdict. Un- 
broken faith in God's justice could find no more con- 
vincing expression than that great silence in the hour 
of adversity. 

There is something in this recorded silence of Israel's 
high priest that should appeal to us to-day and should 
impress itself on the minds and hearts of all whose faith 
is being tried at present by staggering and distressing 
events. It is a severe test that all who believe in God's 
justice have to stand, but it is severest for the remnant 
of Israel that has been chosen to bear the brunt of the 
burden of sorrow imposed upon the present generation. 
Why should our people be the greatest sufferer when 
evil descends upon the world and barbarous rulers hold 
sway over the nations? Why should so many Jewish 
Communities on the Continent of Europe have been 
destroyed with fire and sword and the hearts of so many 
Jewish fathers and mothers or sons and daughters filled 
with agony by sudden bereavement and the disappear- 
ance into exile of those they loved? Why should the 
stifling of freedom and the abolition of justice in a 
country like Germany affect first and foremost the 
Jewish citizen? Why does a just God allow all this to 
happen? Such questions do arise in our minds, and 
many of us try in vain to find an answer. 

But imagine a leader like Moses arising in our midst 
and conveying to his suffering brethren the ancient 
message: “ Through them that are nigh unto Me I will 
be sanctified.” Imagine a spokesman of our people 
declaring to the world that in spite of our agony we. are 
proud to be the first victims of pagan rule, the first 


objects of the hatred of the godless, the first sufferers | 


from a reign of barbarism. And if it be said that the 
Jew suffers first because he is the last to yield to tyranny, 
the last to bend the knee to a Haman, the last to 
abandon the struggle for freedom—need we be ashamed 
of it? If in the midst of the horrors surrounding him 
the Jew in Poland does not rebel against God, does not 
give up his faith in the coming of the Redeemer, does 
not wail or lament, but endures his suffering in grim 
silence, conscious of the responsibility he ts bearing and 
of the price he is paying for his survival in defiance of 
the threats of the mighty, is not such silence just as 
heroic as that of the high priest who accepted the Divine 
verdict in his time of sorrow? . 

To suffer in silence and without loss of dignity does 
not mean to resign oneself to his fate and to be content 
with a state of inaction and helplessness. The absence 
of wailing does not involve the abandonment of hope or 
loss of faith. The eves that keep gazing into the future 
to discern the dawn of a new day will not be dimmed 
by tears over the sorrows of the present. It is the stout 
heart that goes on beating steadily in the presence of 
excruciating pain and infuses life into limp and lacerated 
limbs that they may yet serve and preserve the organism 
to which they belong. Let those who are ready to utter 
complaints at the slightest onset of pain or discomfort 
while the war against tyranny is being waged take note 
of this. Let those who are reluctant to offer the sacri- 
fices that the struggle against barbarism demands 
remember the fate of those who preferred defeat to 
continued danger and who set the value of temporary 
security above that of lasting liberty. Let those who are 
ready to cry out when material losses are sustained or 
physical comforts are curtailed remember their kinsmen 
who are facing death in silence or are enduring torture 
with fortitude and humiliaiion with dignity. Let ali 
who strive to defeat inhumanity unite In maintaining 
this human dignity and be ready at all costs to strike a 
blow for liberty. 

If there is ne we can do to console the bereaved, 
to rouse the despairing, to restore the crushed, to save 
the dying, to heal the wounded, to feed the hungry, to 
inspire the faint-hearted, to encourage the stragglers, to 
reward the brave, we are in duty bound to do it. We 
need not even hesitate to convey the Divine message to 
those who are most in need of it: “ Through them that 
are nigh unto Me I shall be sanctified.” But let us not 
wait till the world hears the cry of the “ suffering 
servant.” Rather let us hope that Israel's heroic silence 
will hasten the coming of the Redeemer, 


JEWISH WRITERS IN ENGLISH 
LITERATURE 


A Contribution to be Proud Of 
MR, M. J. LANDA AT THE “A.P.” CLUB 


Speaking on “ The Jewish Contribution to English 
Literature ” at a meeting of the Ben Uri Society at the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club on Saturday evening, Mr. M. J. 
Landa, the well-known journalist, showed how that con- 
tribution—both general and individual—had been one of 
which they and this country could well be proud. 

Mr. Landa first spoke of the influence of the Bible, and 
said that shortly after Christianity was introduced into 
England, bringing with it the Bible, English literature began. 

The Jewish individual contribution to English literature, 
he said, began practically immediately after the resettle- 
ment of the Jews in England, and, in spite of the general 
impression that Jewish women had been held in subjection, 
the first secular writers among the Jews were women. The 
literary tradition of the Jews, when they settled in Eneland, 
began very early and was not “a flash in the pan,” but, 
as Mr. Landa showed, a very definite thing. 

Of more modern times the speaker said that at a period 


in English literature when there were some very great 
figures, when as a result of the 187! Education Act there 
was practically no illiteracy and everybody was reading 
voraciously, English Jewry produced five remarkable men— 
Israel Zangwill, Samuel Gordon, Joseph Jacobs, Israel 
Abrahams, and Lucien Wolf. 

He had shown, he said, that the Jew could write English 
with the best of them, and he instanced Louis Golding in 
the sphere of style; Philip Guedalla, L. B. Namier, and 
Cecil Roth in the sphere of history; Harold Laski in that 
of economics; and the late Humbert Wolfe in that of 

try. 

He thought, concluded Mr. Landa, that they could draw 
the deduction that the Jew was not always a money- 
grabber, a materialist, but that in any direction in which 
he was permitted to play his part in the national life he 
paid his way. 

Mr. Maurice Myers presided. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Landa and the Chairman was 
accorded, on the motion of Mr. Alfred A. Wolmark, the 
artist.

THERE IS LAND STILL TO 
BE BOUGHT 


J.N.F.’s Huge Task 
1,500,000 DUNAMS AVAILABLE 


— 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


By a strange coincidence, there were 485,000 dunams 
owned by the Jewish National Fund in Palestine at the 
end of 1939 and, at the same date, the approximate 
number of Jewish inhabitants was similarly 485,000. 
There were 148 settlements established on J.N.F. land, 


apart from urban and rural quarters, and 60,000 


members of the Yishuv were living on its rural and 
urban tracts. 

The J.N.F. was practically the only Jewish buyer of 
land on the market last year, acquiring a total of 58,600 
dunams in Upper Galilee, the Jordan Valley, along the 
coastal plain, and in other parts of the country. During 
the four-month period from the outbreak of the war, 
13,700 dunams were purchased. Fourteen new settle- 
ments were founded in 1939 on J.N.F. land and seven 
on P.1.C.A. land previously acquired. 

Among the 5,300 settlers established in new settlements 
on national land last year were recent immigrants. 
Other newcomers were absorbed in temporary encamp- 
ments by those whose turn had come for permanent 
settlement or in new encampments on national land. In 
addition, nearly 5,000 refugees were accommodated dur- 
ing the year in previously established settlements on 
national land. 


Response to New Appeal 


Well-informed Jewish estimates give the total areas 
which can be acquired in Zone B and the “ Free” 
Zone under the new Land Transfer Regulations as 
approximately 1,500,000 dunams, of which probably 
about 1,200,000 dunams are cultivable. The necessity 
of assisting the J.N.F. in its fund-raising efforts is now 
more obvious than ever: and a reflection of the 
Yishuv's appreciation of this necessity is contained in 
the generous response made by many residents to the 
new appeal. Many contributors have doubled their 
annual donations. 

It should be stressed that the practical aspects of land 
acquisition have by no means been palliated by the new 
Regulations, the effects of which are political and moral 
rather than economic. The rate of J.N.F. purchases 
over the past twenty years has been an average of 25,000 
dunams annually, so that nt will take a considerable time 
yet to redeem the remainder of the areas available for 
free or controlled Jewish land settlement. If the 
Diaspora realises this cogent fact, the J.N.F. ought to 
be placed in a much better financial position to carry 
on with its work of land redemption, reclamation, settle- 
ment, and afforestation. 


VATICAN DENOUNCES LAND LAWS 


Favouring Arabs Who Refuse 
to Co-operate”’ 


The OSSERVATORE ROMANO, Official organ of the 
Vatican, discussing the restrictions on the sale of land, 
expresses the opinion that “these measures were taken 
not as a result of local conditions, but rather as a con- 
sequence of the general war situation.” : 

After detailing various incidents of collaboration 


between Jews and Arabs, and emphasising England's | 


encouragement of these “acts of pacification in Pales- 
tine at a moment when large contingents of troops from 
French Colonies and the British Dominions are concen- 
trated in nearby Syria,” the paper goes on to,explain that 
various Arab elements were still not satisfred. 

These dissident Arab elements, according to the 
Osservatore, feared that the Zionists would profit by 
the general confusion of the war to enlarge their terri- 
torial holdings to an extent that would force further 
serious clashes in the future. “ Consequently,” con- 
cludes the OSSERVATORE, “ the new measures are to be 
interpreted as favouring the demands of those Arabs who 


refuse to co-operate with the Jews.” 


REVISIONISTS’ DISLOYAL ACTION 
Memorandum to Government 


Palcor reports that the Revisionists have submitted to 
the Government a memorandum in which they make 
complaints against the Histadruth in regard to the dis- 
tribution of labour. The memorandum urges the 
Government to intervene and prohibit factional strikes. 

The action of the Revisionists has evoked the 
strongest resentment in the Yishuv. . 


THE MOSLEM LEAGUE 
** Pledges Given to Moslems in India ”’ 


According to a Lahore dispatch in the DamLy TrLe- 
GRAPH AND MORNING Post, the Moslem League on 
Sunday passed a resolution viewing “ with grave con- 
cern the British Government's inordinate delay in com- 
ing to a settlement with the Arabs in Palestine. 

“ No arrangements of a piecemeal character should 
be made in Palestine which are contrary in spirit and 
opposed to the pledges given to the Moslem world, par- 
ticularly the Moslems in India, to secure their active 
assistance in the war of 1914-1918. 

“ Further, the League warns the British Government 
against the danger of taking advantage of the presence 
of a large British force in the Holy Land to overawe 
the Arabs and force them into submission.” 


REHOVOTH’S FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY 


The fiftieth anniversary of the establishment of the Jewish 
colony Rehovoth was celebrated last week. The settlement 
was founded in 1890 with 288 Jewish residents and seventeen 
houses. To-day there are 8,500 residents and 1,122 houses. 


WARNING BY ARABS’ FRIENDS 
Land Laws Erect Barriers 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The “Sons of the Yishuv ” Association in Jerusalem, 
a body comprising pre-war settlers and members of 
families who have lived in Palestine for generations, 
have addressed a memorandum to the High Commis- 
sioner, protesting against the Land Transfer Regulations. 

In the course of the memorandum they state that as 
sons of the founders of the Yishuv, they wish to testify 
that they have always lived on excellent terms with their 
Arab neighbours and friends, and have purchased land 
in all areas, including Nablus, Hebron, Gaza, Beersheba, 
Khan Yunis and Peki'in (near Acre). A strong plea is 
made to the Government to revoke the regulations on the 
ground that a barrier is being erected between the Jewish 
inhabitants and their Arab friends. 


THe construction of some 24 kilometres of roads in Tel Amal 
(Khalissa) is being completed on holdings of the Palestine Land 
Development Company. 

Jews purchased 97,974 dunams of land from the Arabs in 
1939, for which they paid £382,297.

ILLEGAL IMMIGRATION 
Drastic New Penalties 
MR. MACDONALD IGNORES N.Z.0. OFFER 


The High Commissioner has ordered the measures 
against illegal immigration to be strengthened. Accord- 
ing to new orders, any illegal immigrant is liable to a 
fine of £100 and six months’ imprisonment. The orders 
also provide for the immediate confiscation of smaller 
ships not exceeding 1,000 tons carrying illegal immigrants 
to Palestine, while bigger ships are to be detained pending 
legal proceedings. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, 
the Colonial Secretary, said that although local inquiries 
had not yet produced conclusive proof, the High Com- 
missioner had strong reasons for suspecting that 
passengers in two ships which about a month ago landed 
illegal immigrants in Palestine included German 
agents. These persons, together with other illegal 
immigrants, were held in detention camps. 

A statement issued by the New Zionist Organisation 
contests this charge. 

The statement reveals that “ as long ago as February 
14, the Presidency of the New Zionist Organisation 
addressed to Mr. Malcolm MacDonald a letter in which, 
while assuming no responsibility for the illegal immigra- 
tion, tt offered to put at his disposal the machinery of 
the Organisation for weeding out German agents from 
among the so-called illegal immigrants. The offer was 
made after the Colonial Secretary had said on Febru- 
ary 7, in reply to a question by Mr. Vernon Bartlett, 
M.P., that ‘the normal objections to illegal immigra- 
tion are increased in time of war owing to the danger 
of enemy agents travelling to the Palestine by this 
means.” 

“No reply has been received in response to the offer 


_ made by the Presidency of the New Zionist Organisa- 


tion,” the statement declares, “although the Colonial 
Office must be well aware that the New Zionist Organ- 
isation, because of its world-wide ramifications, is in a 
peculiarly favourable position to carry its offer into 
effect.” 


IMMIGRATION IN 1939 
Official Figures 


The number of immigrants, including travellers later 
registering as immigrants, into Palestine during 1939 was 
16,425, as against 12,868 in 1938, according to the latest 
monthly Bulletin of the Office of Statistics. The total 
includes over 13.600 from Central European countries 
(Germany, Austria, Czechoslovakia, and Poland). 

About a third of the total, namely, 5.813, were persons 
with £1,000 and upwards, compared with 3,475 in 1938. 
The number of persons coming to employment was 2,960, 
as against 4.235 in the preceding year, while dependents 
of residents of Palestine increased from 2,565 to 3,416. 

During the past year, 21.021 Jews were naturalised, 
half of them formerly Polish citizens, while former 
Germans, Austrians, and Czechs numbered 6.311. In 
1938, 17,988 Jews were naturalised. 


CONVICTIONS OF JEWS 
CONFIRMED 


Peace Pact Fails to Save Them 
From Imprisonment 


SENTENCES REDUCED 


The General Officer Commanding has confirmed the 
sentences passed on January |! by the Military Court 
at Acre on the ten Jewish special constables from Migdal 
and Genossar for unlawful firing at Arabs. He reduced 
the sentence of Corporal Joseph Abrahami from twenty 
years’ imprisonment to seven years, and that of Yoshua 
Rabinowitch, Mukhtar of Genossar, from fifteen years 
to five, while the sentences of three others were reduced 
from eight years to three and the sentences of the five 
remaining policemen from five years to two. 

It will be recalled that the accused, who entered the 
Arab village of Ghuwetr Abu Shusha, near Tiberias, 
on October 24, 1939, to search for rifles, were fired 
upon by Arabs. On behalf of the defence, it was stated 
that the accused were fired upon by an armed gang 
from two directions and that they were compelled to 
shoot to ward off the attackers. 

It should also be recalled that a peace pact was con- 
cluded on March 3 between the Kwutzah Genossar and 
the Arab village of Ghuweir Abu Shusha. This peace 
pact was marked by a ceremony in which many Jewish 

and Arab representatives as well as Government and 
military officials participated.

THREE MILLION CASES OF CITRUS 
Nearly All for England 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


By the end of Jan the total shipments of citrus fruit 
were Officially computed at 3,380,261 cases from Palestine 
ports and another 200,353 via Kantara (by rail). Of this 
quantity, 2,882,002 cases from our own ports consisted of 
oranges and 407,491 of grapefruit, the remainder being 
lemons and other fruit. oh 

The United Kingdom took roughly two and a half million 
cases of oranges and grapefruit during that period, the next 
three largest purchasers being Holland (230,291 cases),

NEW ARRIVALS 


One hundred and sixty Jewish immigrants have arrived in 
Palestine on board the Italian liner. Marco Polo. Fifty- 
three of them are Polish Zionists, including Dr. M. Kicin- 
baum, Mr. Rafal Shafar, and other leading Polish Jews 
who succeeded im crossing the frontier into Lithuania. 
From there, after a long journey by air, railway and sea, 
they eventually reached Palestine.

THE LAND SALES RESTRICTIONS 


The imposition of the land sales restrictions im 
Palestine has come as a shock to Jewry throughout the 
world. The Jewish Press in the neutral countries. is 
astonished at the action of the British Government. 

Forwarp (New York), the American non-Zionist Labour 
organ, says in a leading article that it is a sad action, and 
sad above all for Great Britain itself. It ts a disgrace that 
the British Government should have chosen this moment 
for such a step. Half the world is at war and the greatest 
number of victims so far are Jews. The British Govern- 
ment knows that the Jewish people are wholeheartedly on 
the side of the Allies in this war and are not im a position 
to change their attitude. In the circumstances, tt might 
have been expected that a measure of discretion would be 
exercised and that the terrible |ewish position would not be 
exploited. It is also disgraceful, continues the paper, that 
the British Government should act m flagrant contradiction 
to the aims it proclaims im this war. One of those aims 
is supposed to be respect for international treaties. A 
second object is to co-operate in international undertakings 
and understandings. The land decrees in Palestine are 
opposed to both those aims. 

THe Jewrsh MORNING JouRNAL (New York) observes that 
the Jews in America must see to it that, notwithstanding 
the fact that Jewry is in complete sympathy with the Allies 
in the war, Jews are not to hecome the scapegoat m 
Palestine simply because Great Britain wants to ingratiate 
itself with the Arabs for political reasons. 

Dre JuepiscHe Stmme (Kaunas) characterises the action 
of the British Government as unpardonable. It is terrible 
to imagine, it says, that wild and inhuman “ Aryan™ para- 
graphs should be imposed on Jews in the Holy Land. 
Great Britain must not be left with the impression that 
because the Jews find themselves in such a terrible position, 
they will accept this insulting law. The Jews will fight it. 


SHOLEM ASCH AT SIXTY 


The Jewish world is in flames, Jewish life in Poland 


is destroyed, and millions of our people are lying 
crushed by the Nazi torturers. It is, therefore, no time 
to celebrate jubilees, the Haint (Paris) writes. 

It would, nevertheless, it continues, be amiss not to take 
note that Sholem Asch, the famous Jewish novelist and 
dramatist, has reached the age of sixty. The new Jewish 
literature, the article goes On, produced two leading repre- 
sentatives, Sholem Aleichem and Sholem Asch. Sholem 
Aleichem expressed boundless love for the Jewish people 
through his humour, Sholem Asch may be taken as the 
spokesman of Jewish conscience, the advocate of the Jews. 
Through all his works the claim of justice for the Jewish 
people ts emphasised. As with every great artist, his works 
contain many motives and tendencies, psychological, social, 
and national. But justice and mercy for the Jewish people 
are the chief elements in them. Even the lowest types of Jew 
whom he depicts have certain elements of nobility im their 
character and a yearning to be redeemed of the evil in which 
they are steeped. 

In his preface to the novel “ Kiddush Hashem” Asch 
remarked that the “ Sanctification ” motive in Jewish history 
has always had a tremendous appeal to him and this motive 
actually rums like a gold thread through all his writings. 
Even in the assimilated German Jews he detects that element 
and pleads for them. The article concludes by pointing 
out that his latest book, “The Nazarene,” which has pro- 
voked a good deal of discussion, was probably actuated by 
the same motive.

CHANGES IN ZIONIST 
EXECUTIVE 


Mr. Ben Gurion’s Resignation 
Reported 


SIGNS OF IMPENDING CRISIS 
The Time for a Thorough Overhaul 


[From a Correspondent) 


Those who have fallen into the belief that internal 
Zionist political developments have lapsed imto a state 
of unchanging somnolence “for the duration” have 
had their illusions rudely destroyed by a report of the 
resignation of Mr. David Ben Gurion, Chairman of the 
Zionist Executive. | 

It appears that, for some reason, the matters con- 
nected with disagreements in the Executive and with 
Mr. Ben Gurion’s reported resignation have been kept 
more or less secret, though it was known that he declined 
to take part in the last meeting of the smaller Actions 
Committee. His political friends are trying to persuade 
him to withdraw his resignation in the hope of reaching 
some compromise arrangement. It is not known what 
success their efforts are meeting. But on the twelfth of 
this month he contmued to regard himself as an ex- 
member of the Executive. 

It was rumoured in Jerusalem that Mr. Ben Gurion’s 
resignation was due to serious differences of opinion 


between him and the other members of the Executive. — 


His proposals as to the manner in which the Zionist 
movement and the Yishuv should respond to the enforce- 
ment of the White Paper were not accepted. He was, 
I understand, in favour of a more radical and stronger 
attitude towards the Government and the Palestine 
authorities —a policy, in fact, that would have demon- 
strated clearly Jewish determination to resist the attempt 
to crystallise the Jewish National Home at its present 


stage. 
A Peintless “ Hush-Hush ” 


Why the Zionist Executive should have thought it 
necessary to keep the Jewish public in the dark about 
these developments is difficult to understand. Possibly 
the notion that it ts a crime to disagree with the majority 
or to criticise their pohcy or to demand changes in the 
personnel of the leadership in times of war prevails 
in certain influential Zionist circles. : 

All the indications seem to point to the likelihood of 
our bemg on the eve of a first-rate crisis in the Zionist 
Organisation. Serious changes, many believe, are immi- 
ment both in the leadership and in the policy of the 
movement. The growing discontent and uneasiness 
during the last few months are apparently reaching their 
chmax. Strenuous efforts are being made by certain 
elements to retain the status quo under all circumstances. 
But there is much doubt as to whether they will be able 
to stave off events. The present state of affairs, it is 
felt, cannot continue much longer without seriously 
impairing the future of the movement. 

The political setbacks since the outbreak of the war, 
particularly the enforcement of the Land Transfer Regu- 
lations and the failure to secure for Jews the right to 
active participation in the war as a national unit, have 
had a seriously depressing effect. 

On top of all this there are now believed to be grave 
differences of opinion imside the Executive on both 
matters of policy and of immediate tactics. The grow- 
ing volume of complaint concerning lack of initiative 
and the absence of a clean-cut programme of action has 


not helped to make the position of the present Executive 


less precarious. 


e A Very Pre-War Executive 


The present Zionist Executive was elected two and 
a half years ago in Zurich. Two and a half years ago— 
a few things have happened in the world since then. 
Zionists are asking themselves with understandable 
apprehension whether the men who were elected for the 
job in those vastly different circumstances are the right 
people to mobilise the Jewish resources and to lead 
Jewry in the present fight for its very existence. 

In view of the gravity of the moment the Presidium of 
the Actions Committee has decided to convoke as soon 
as possible the General Council of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion (Greater Actions Committee) to discuss the position. 

This decision is generally welcomed as a timely and 
obvious step. True, it is not easy to assemble such a 
meeting in war-time, but the obstacles are not insur- 
mountable. It is therefore widely hoped that the deci- 
sion will be carried out and will not be allowed to be 
wriggied out of by excuses of “ difficulty,” 

The Presidium of the Actions Committee, I hear, has 
not yet decided on the place of the meeting. Some-sug- 
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gest the United States. Others prefer a neutral country 
in Europe. The American Zionists are not very keen on 
having the meeting held over there. The final 
decision will probably be taken at the next meeting of 
the smaller Actions Committee after consultation with 
the Executive. 


Big Agenda for Actions Committee 


The agenda of the General Council will be very full as 
the last Zionist Congress in Geneva broke up before 
deciding many matters and passed them on to the 
Greater Actions Committee for final decision. 

In addition to routine business and financial matters, 
the General Council is expected (a) to review the 
political position in the light of the recent developments; 
(b) to take decisions as to ways and means of combating 
assaults on the Jewish National Home: (c) to outline 
Zionist policy for the immediate future and formulate 
Jewish peace aims, and (d) to effect important changes in 
the composition of the -present Executive. 

Opinion is centring on two main proposals for 
strengthening the organisation. On the one hand there 
is a desire to create a smaller and more effective Execu- 
tive with wide powers. On the other hand there are 
many who desire to make the Executive fully representa- 
tive by including in it the best men of all parties and by 
securing the services of a number of personalities who 


are outside the groups but whose influence and talents 
can be utilised for the cause. 

According to reports from Palestine, the Yishuv is very 
concerned about the work of the Zionist Executive in 
London. It recognises that the London Office has done 
its best in very difficult circumstances. But it feels that 
the machinery for the presentation to the world at large 
and to the British public particularly of the Jewish cause 
is nothing like adequate. The result has been to give the 
appearance of lack of initiative and vision, with conse- 
quent neglect both of the external and internal fronts. 
To this is traced the noticeable loss of ground which the 
Zionist movement has suffered in both Jewish and non- 
Jewish opinion and it is felt that a tremendous effort 
ought to be made to introduce new methods and to bring 
fresh enthusiasm into the rank and file of the movement 
— which does not mean “the enthusiasm of the 
enthusiasts,” a commodity as cheap as it is limited in use- 
fulness, but the steady, sane enthusiasm which inspira- 
tron can arouse amongst the sound, level-headed masses. 


Changes Must Be Bold 


That changes are needed ts hardly denied by anyone 
But the changes contemplated must be bold and far- 
reaching in every respect. The usual reshuffle of the 


‘ same men and that cramping adherence to the Party 


machines .will not suffice this time. The qualification 
for office must be efficiency, virility, and vision rather 
than services rendered to such«and-such a party, and 
that party's strength. 

Zionism to-day needs an Executive that can awaken 
the Jewish people to the grim realities of its present tragic 
position, toughen their strength with grim determination, 
and bring home to them the fact that salvation lies in 
their own hands. Not “ why we have failed in the past ” 
but “ how we shall succeed in the future “ is the message 
awaited, 


THE MACDONALD-MANDEL TALKS 
Towards Federation ? 


Commenting on the conversations in Paris between 
Mr. Malcolm MacDonald and M. Georges Mandel, THE 
Times, in a leading article, refers to a possible solution 
of the Palestine and Syrian problems.

“LAND LAWS WILL BE BROKEN” 


Arabs Must Sell and Jews Must Buy 


MR. BARATZ’S FORECAST 


Hope in the future, despite the blackness of the 
present, was the keynote of a discussion on Palestine 
that was held last week at the Anglo-Palestinian Club. 
Messrs. Leib Jaffe, Director of the Keren Hayesod, 
Joseph Baratz, founder of Daganiah, and Dr. Alexander 
Goldstein spoke on “ Whither Palestine?” Mrs. Mon- 
cneft Paterson, who has lived in, and knows, Palestine 
very well, presided. 

Dr. Goldstein described the great achievements of the 
last ten years in Palestine, and showed how they had 
been gained in the face of the most adverse conditions. 
So far as the present was concerned, they took it for 
granted that the Allies would vin the war. At the con- 
ference which would tollow, the fate of the small 
nations would be decided, and he said that it was 
‘ impossible to fight this war in the name of democracy 
and freedom, and not at the end of it do something for 
the glaring wrongs done to the Jews.” 

Mr. Jaffe supported this argument and said that their 
future depended on what they were creating in the 
present. 

Mr. Baratz, who spoke in Yiddish, did not believe 
the new Land Regulations would prove effective. “ The 
Arabs,” he said, * will be cleverer than us. They will 
find a way, because they must sell their land to build 
up their economy. The Land Regulations will be 
broken by both Jews and Arabs. We must buy land. 
Without that we cannot succeed. We must devote our- 
selves to that.” > 

He was not optimistic about the Zionist position in 
England, and he called for a greater response from the 
Galut to the Yishuv.

MIZRACHI CONFERENCE 


Land Laws Condemned 


MOVE TO CO-ORDINATE JEWISH 
CULTURAL ACTIVITIES 


Strong condemnation of the Government's new Land 
Regulauons for Palestine was expressed in a political 
resolution adopted at the annual conference of the Miz- 
rachi Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, which 
was held on Monday at Woburn House. The Chairman 
of the Federation, Mr. S. E. Sklan, presided. 

In presenting the general report, Mr. Sklan said that 
during the past year new societies had been formed in 
Edgware, Belfast, Brighton and, Hove, Bournemouth 
and Birmingham. Societies previously formed had been 
functioning successfully in Manchester, Glasgow, Leeds, 
Liverpool, Palmers Green, Stamford Hill, and Crickle- 
wood. The Womens Mizrachi, in which might perhaps 
be included the Palestine School Children’s Luncheons 
Fund, had carried on through its societies in London, 
Manchester, Glasgow, and its newest one at Brighton 
and Hove. 


Mr. F. M. Landau, the Hon. Secretary, said there were | 


at present functioning 13 societies in the Mizrachi 
Organisation: four societies of the Ladies’ Mizrachi 
including the Luncheons Fund; 12 societies of the Torah 
Va'Avodah Organisation; and six groups of the Brit 
Chalutzim Datum. 


United Zionist Federation 


Mr. Landau said that during the year several inquiries 
had been received from the World Zionist Organisation 
as to the formation in this country of a United Zionist 
Federation consisting of all parties. The Mizrachi had 
replied that it was always willing to discuss this matter 
with the other parties, and had taken the initiative in 
preparing a memorandum containing plans for the for- 
mation of such a Federation, which it had submitted 
to the other Zionist parties in this country and to the 
World Zionist Organisation. There had been no pro- 
gress in this direction for the last six months. 

After Mr. W. N. Williams, the Treasurer, had pre- 
sented the accounts and financial report, a political reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted containing the follow- 
ing paragraphs: 

That this annual conference of the Mizrachi Federation 

of Great Britain and Ireland condemns the policy of H.M. 

Government m proceeding with the implementation of the 

White Paper of May, 1939, which ts contrary to the funda- 

mental provisions of the Mandate and has been declared 


so to be by the Permanent Mandates Commission of the 
League of Nations. 


it condemns im particular the recent issue of the Land 
Regulauions and challenges the Government's thesis that 
Jewish land purchase has created or ts likely to create a land- 
less Arab population The tacts have shown beyond any 
possibility of doubt that Jewish land purchase has given the 
Arab cultivator greater security upon his soil than he had 
ever previously enjoyed. 

This conterence regrets that such action should be taken 
in unilateral derogation of the internationally assured rights 
of the Jewish people, which, in Palestine as throughout the 
world, has ranged itself on the side of the Allies in a struggle 
which they declare is waged in defence of the rights of smal] 
peoples and the authority of international law. 

Mr. Jack Sklan then presented his report on the work 
of the Bachad-—-Brit Chalutzim Datiim. 


Resolutions 


A number of resolutions were adopted. 

One recognised the importance of the Keren Eretz 
Israel Shel Hamizrachi, and pledged itself to fulfil a 
budget of £5,000 as the contribution of the Mizrachi 
during the coming year. 

Another resolution affirmed it the duty of every group 
within the Federation to have one Jewish cultural activity 
weekly as an obligatory minimum; the central Organisa- 
uon to make provision for giving the local groups advice 
and practical assistance. The resolution also urged 
that representations should be made to other Jewish 
bodies stressing cultural needs and taking the initiative 
in forming, in co-operation with them, a central organ- 
isation On general lines,. devoted to Jewish cultural 
purposes only. 

A further resolution was passed by the conference 
expressing its profound apprehension at the absence of 
decisive action to meet the grave changes that have taken 
place in Anglo-Jewry as a result of war conditions; 
urging the Community to take a greater interest in the 
religious problems that have been caused by the evacu- 
ation of children, the increase of Jewish men in the 
Forces, and similar difficulties, and expressing its utmost 
readiness to co-operate with all existing bodies in the 
furtherance of this vital work. 

A reception was held for the delegates and in honour 
of Rabbi C. Braunrot at the new East London branch 
office of the Federation, 214, Whitechapel Road, E.1, 

Rabbi Braunrot made a statement on the position 
of world Jewry, and his suggestion for the forma- 
tion of Mizrachi groups for refugees from Germany, 
Poland, Austria, and Czechoslovakia was taken up

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WHAT WAR AIMS SHOULD 
INCLUDE 


Mr. Jabotinsky’s Three Points 
LAND LAWS CANNOT LAST 


Addressing a mass meeting in New York, Mr. 
Viadimir Jabotinsky, President of the New Zionist 
Organisation, demanded the creation of a Jewish army 
and the inclusion among Allied war aims of (1) a 
covenant of equality for minorities; (2) an international 
convention outlawing anti-Semitism: and (3) a Jewish 
State in Palestine on the basis of the Max Nordau 
plan of mass immigration into Palestine. 

On his arrival in New York in the s.s. Samaria, Mr. 
Jabotinsky stated in an interview with the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency that the Land Sale Ordinance was 
“a pfece of tactlessness.” 

Mr. Jabotinsky accused the British Government of 
having broken the Palestine truce. “I do not attach 
too much importance to their decision of to-day,” he 
said, “ because I know there will be other decisions 
to-morrow.” 


TRANSFERRING THE YESHIVOT 
Committee Formed 


MR. MALCOLM MACDONALD S ASSURANCE 


Mr. S. E. Sklan presided over a recent meeting of the 
Executive of the Mizrachi Federation held at its offices. 

Mr. M. Silverstone reported on the progress that had been 
made in the suggestion of the Torah Va-Avodah Organisa- 
tion for the formation of a Committee to advise on political 
activity and be representative of all Zionist parties in Great 
Britain. It was decided to give every possible support to this 
proposal. 

The Secretary, Mr. William Frankel, reported that the 
reception to Chief Rabbi Herzog organised by the Federa- 
tion had been most successful and, as a result, it had been 

ssible to send a contribution to the Mizrachi Palestine 
Fund towards the support of over 2,000 refugee Rabbis and 
their dependents maintained by the organisation in Eretz 
Yisrael. He also stated that an Education Department had 
been formed with Rabbi Dr. 1. Weinstock as Commissioner 
and that this department was engaging in large-scale cultural 
activities in the formation of Yavyneh groups all over the 
country. 

Mr. W. N. Williams, Treasurer of the Federation, reported 
on the recent visit of the Chief Rabbi of Eretz Yisrael in 
connection with the facilities for the transferring of the 
Polish Yeshivot to Palestine. A Committee had been estab- 
lished for this purpose some months ago on the incentive of 
Rabbi Braunrot, and it was decided to extend the Committee 
to make it representative of the whole Community. 

Chief Rabbi Dr. Isaac Herzog had agreed to act as Hon. 
President of the Committee and Dr. J. H. Hertz as. President. 
The provisional Committee consisted of Rabbis Ch. Braunrot, 
Dr. 1. Goodman, J, Lainer, J. Lew, S. Szpetman, the Rev. 
J. K. Goldbloom, and Messrs. M. A. Kutchinsky, S. E. Sklan, 
and W. N. Williams. Rabbi Braunrot was Hon. Secretary, 
and the Organising Secretaries were the Rev, B. Warshawsky 
and Mr. William Frankel. The office of the Committee was

“TI have the personal assurance of Mr. MacDonald that 
the question of the refugee Yeshiva students is one which 
has his utmost sympathy, and that it may be possible in the 
forthcoming schedule to give adequate consideration to this 
matter, which has aroused world-wide interest and in which 
all sections of Jewish endeavour are co-operating,” Mr.

More Than Money Needed

‘As Zionist women we feel that the conception of the 
Zionist Movement as a movement must be brought well to 
the front in these critical days-——it is not just a question of 
fund-raising.”

MORE GHETTOES FOR 
POLAND 


The Lodz Model 
BARBED WIRE AND NAZI GUARDS 


Following the failure of their plan to establish a 
Jewish reservation in Poland, the Nazi Government 
has apparently reached a new decision on how to solve 
the Jewish problem. The new “ solution” is the estab- 
lishment of ghettoes, wherever the Jews live, in both 
occupied Poland and the Reich. 

Lodz (as reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE last 
week) was the first city to segregate its Jews. Cracow 
follows, and a similar order is said to have been issued 
for Vienna, where the second, ninth, and twentieth 
districts have allegedly been allocated to Jews. 
Remaining Jewish inhabitants living in other districts 
have been given notice to quit and to move into the 
ghetto by next Monday. Other ghettoes are being 
established on the same lines as in Lodz. They are 
surrounded by barbed wire, and Jews are not allowed 
to leave without a special permit and only at specified 
hours. Nazi sentries are stationed at the entrances. 
But the ghettoes cannot possibly house all the local Jews, 
no matter how closely crowded they are. The result 
is that thousands are left without housing accommoda- 
tion. This does not deter the Nazis from carrying out 
their scheme, and those who are left homeless are simply 
put into trucks and sent in search of accommodation 
elsewhere. 

Thus 2,000 Jews in Lodz who lived in Sienkiewicz 
Street and who were unable to secure accommodation 
in the new ghetto were deported to the neighbouring 
town of Piotrkow. There, the local Jewish Community 
was ordered to erect barracks for them. And so the 
problem was “solved.” 


CONFIRMING THE MASSACRES 
Official Polish Report 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


Official evidence of the hideous .Nazi_ brutalities 
against the Jews in Poland has now been published by 
the Information Department of the Polish Government 
in Paris. The evidence is in the form of a report review- 
ing the present legal status and condition of the Jews 
under German rule, and is based on sworn testimony 
taken from Poles and foreigners who managed to escape 
recently, 

The approximately two million Jews in the Nazi- 
occupied area are utterly at the mercy of the Gestapo 
or any Nazi sadist. They are outside the law, even the 
Nazi law which still regulates the fate of the Jews in the 
Reich. “Any local Nazi dignitary, any newly arrived 
*Volksdeutsche’ may regard himself as the absolute 
lord of life and death over the Jew and do anything he 
likes to him and with him,” is how the Polish report 
sums up the present position. 

Although their final aim is the annihilation of the 
Jews, the methods of oppression employed by the Nazi 
chieftains vary, and this serves to make matters still 
worse. 

Ghetto restrictions have been enforced in about 
thirty Polish towns, but not in the majority of towns. 
In Piotrkow, the 20,000 Jews were first ordered into a 
ghetto but later left alone on condition they made a 
special payment, but they were forced to leave the 
principal streets. Nor was a ghetto established in 
Warsaw, although Jews were ejected from many houses 
and driven into the Nalewki quarters. 


Nazi Chaos 


Similar chaos prevails in other matters. All Jews are 
compelled to wear a badge to distinguish them from 
non-Jews, and all Jewish shopkeepers were ordered to 
display a sign outside their shops. But the definition 
of “Jew” was different in the two cases, and so were 
the punishments for disobeying these orders. Compelled 
to wear the badge were “ all those who belonged to the 
Jewish religious community on October 1, 1939, and 
whose fathers or mothers were members of the Jewish 
community.” But the order compelling shopkeepers to 
display the sign regards as Jews only those who were 
members of the Jewish religious community on 
October 1, 1939. Hence the same person may be 
regarded as a Jew and compelled to wear the yellow 
badge, and yet may be regarded as a non-Jew and not be 
compelled to put the Magen David sign over his shop. 

The document fully confirms the reports of the mass 
executions of Jews in Warsaw, Bedzin, Cracow, 
Katowice, Wloclawek, and other places. Confirmation 


is given of the ghastly murder of Jews on a trek between — 


Chelm and Hrubieszow, near the new Soviet frontier.

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FINNISH JEWS’ LOYALTY 
Service in National Defence 


[From a Correspondent} 


Finnish official quarters pay very warm tribute to the 
bravery of Jewish soldiers in the Finnish army during 
the recent wa> with Russia. About twenty Jewish 
soldiers, some of them volunteers, are, I learn, to be 
awarded medals by Field Marshal Mannerheim along 
with several thousand Finns. 

Although the smallest Jewish Community in Europe 
—numbering fewer than 2,000—the Finnish Jews con- 
tributed generously to national defence. The Jews of 
Helsinki and Viipuri raised a war fund of nearly a 
million Finnish marks, and Jewish manufacturers sent 
large quantities of ieather, cloth, and furs for the 
troops, refusing to take payment. At the same time, 
large numbers of young Jews volunteered for service. 
and some of them served in the trenches the whole 
time. 

In Finnish diplomatic quarters in London the loyalty 
of the Finnish Jews is praised wholeheartedly. It is 
stated that not one of the several hundred Jews in 
Viipuri agreed to remain there after the town had been 
handed over to the Russians. 


The Wocnenstarr, of Zurich, reproduces a 
letter written by the Finnish Consul in Basle, dated February 28, 
in which he states that according to his instructions Jewish 
refugees from Central European countries are not accepted in 
the Finnish Army. 


SLOVAKIA DOES NAZIS’ BIDDING 


Business Without Jews 


Slovakia, the Nazi puppet-State, is rapidly falling into 
line with its masters in introducing full-blooded dis- 
crimination against the Jews. The latest step is the 
adoption of a series of laws aiming at the elimination of 
Jews from trade and industry. 

They provide that no trading licences are to be issued 
to Jews in future, and that licences already issued to 
Jews are to be withdrawn if the authorities: deem it 
mecessary. If any new “Aryan” enterprise is opened 
anywhere in Slovakia, a Jewish enterprise of the same 
kind must be closed “in order to avoid competition.” 
Jews may also be compelled to “ Aryanise their con- 
cerns; and a mumerus clausus is to be introduced for 
Jewish commercial employees. 


GERMAN JEWS IN INDUSTRY 


Non-Jewish Fellow-Workers are Friendly 


Hard facts have led the Nazis to throw overboard 
their programme of completely eliminating German 
Jews from economic life. Instead, as a result of the 
labour shortage, Jews are being brought into industry in 
ever growing numbers. 

Significant details of how the Jews are faring in their 
new circumstances are supplied in an article in the 
JUEDISCHE WELT-RUNDSCHAU, of Palestine. In order to 
recruit Jewish labour, the article declares, the Central 
Berlin Labour Exchange, in the Fontane Promenade, 
Neukdlln, has set up a special department. The Jews 
are given the ordinary wages for unskilled labourers. 
For road-building they get 68 pfennigs an hour, and 
for bricklaying 90 pfennigs. If they have to travel 
considerable distances to their work, they get one mark 
a day for travel-money. 

It is stated that the relations between the Jewish and 
non-Jewish workers are good, and that the Jews are 
decently treated by their foremen. Very often there 
is now no segregation between the Jews and non-Jews, 
even in the canteens. . 

Many Jews are being drawn into agriculture, and 
recently the Berlin communal authorities were ordered 
to supply 8,000 workers, who were sent to Miincheberg, 
Neumark, to do work usually done by Polish seasonal 
workers. Young Jewish girls were transported from 
South Germany to do the domestic work in the camp. 
Jews, men and women, are also being placed in the 
factories. 

Usually, it is Jews who are receiving unemployment 
pay who are made to enter industry, the Nazi authorities 
thus killing two birds with one stone—saving the 
unemployment money and recruiting new workers. 


The Nazi provincial papers report special meetings all over 
the country devoted to the subject of “ Jewry and Plutocracy.” 
The speakers “ illustrate“ their points with lantern slides show- 
ing “ well-known London warmongers who either have Jewish 
blood in their veins or are related to Jews.” Military and 
Storm Troop bands give the mectings a ceremonious finish 


Ihe whole<ale release of former Polish prisoners-of-war from 
German captivity is reported in the Vilna Press. While Poles 
are permitted to return to their homes, Jews are being sent to 
the Lublin reservation. 


For “ sanitary reasons,” Jews in Cracow are to be allowed 
to use only the rear half of local tramcars.. Jews in Budweis, 
in Southern Bohemia have been forbidden to enter the interio: 
of tramcars, and must stand on the platiorms

A report from Breslau, South-East Germany, says that 
the Gestapo has intensified the anti-Jewish terror in 
the city following the appointment as local Gestapo 
chief of a cousin of Julius Streicher. Anti-Jewish 
measures introduced by the new Nazi overlord include: 


The barring of Jews from hiring taxis; 

The arrest and fining of 300 Jews and Jewesses 
for not having the compulsory names of “ Israel” 
and “Sara™ on their ration cards (one elderly 
woman was sentenced to three months’ imprison- 
ment for this “ offence *); 

The placing under Gestapo supervision of the dis- 
tribution of ration cards to Jews, which had hitherto 
been in the hands of the municipal authorities, who 
co-operated with the representatives of the local 
Jewish Community; 

The stamping of all Jewish ration cards with the 
word “ Jude” instead of only the letter “J; and 

Instructions to all Jews in Breslau who have ever 
been detained in a concentration camp to report 
regularly every fortnight to the Gestapo. 


In addition, the Breslau Jewish Hospital has been 
confiscated by the authoritics for military purposes, the 
Community being given only one day's notice to 
evacuate patients. 


BEHIND THE SIEGFRIED LINE 
Jews Told to Quit 


Reports from The Hague indicate that Jews are being 
cleared from the area behind the Siegfried Line. They 
are being asked to visit the police office at Cologne, 
where it is suggested that they remove with their families 
to North Germany. If they do not accept the proposal, 
they know they will be sent to the Jewish reservation 
in Lublin. 

As they are not allowed to take with them more 
than 320 Ib. of luggage. most of them are presenting 
their furniture to non-Jewish friends.

POLSKI” 


More Racialism in Official Polish Organ 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


Amazement has again been caused in Jewish circles 
by a recurrence of anti-Semitic tendencies in the GLos 
PoLskt, the organ of the Polish Government in Paris. 
The paper recently apologised for a previous attack. 
But a few days ago it published the following advertise- 
ment: “ Post vacant for chemist-technologist who must 
be a Pole and a Christian.” The advertisement appeared 
for several days in succession and was inserted by the 
Polish Bureau for the Registration of Refugees Seeking 
Work. 

It is not known whether this Bureau is a Govern- 
ment one or not, but its advertisement certainly recalls 
the anti-Semitic papers in pre-war Poland. GLos 
POLSKI is thus not only carrying on with the old Endek 
and racial tradition but is also trying to introduce this 
obnoxious custom into France, where it has been 
previously unknown. 


Voice of the Endeks 


The Polish authorities would do well to have the 
paper change its name (it means “The Voice of 
Poland’) and not arrogate to itself the right to speak 
for the nation when it merely echoes the old Endek 
tune which has contributed so largely to Poland's 
tragedy. Those in charge of the paper consider that a 
Jew who has possibly fought in the army like others 
to defénd Poland, and has lost his home as a result of 
Nazi oppression, cannot now, when he happens to be 
a. refugee in France, get a post just because he ts a 
Jew. He may have all the qualifications necessary, 
but this will not help him. Such was the attitude of 
the former rulers of Poland. 

Ever since its inception, GLos Potski has shown its 
anti-Jewish bias. When the Polish authorities in Paris 
paid tribute to the loyalty of Polish Jews, the paper 
never recorded those words, but published unverified 
reports about “Jewish Communists.” In describing 
atrocity stories in Poland, the paper rarely reported the 
persecution of the Jews. Some contributors (as reported 


in THE Jewish CHRONICLE) spoke of Jewish kindness to — 


Poles in terms of derision, The spirit of Endekism 


3s still very much alive, and the Polish authorities would 


do well to check it. Now is the time to unite all Polish 
citizens abroad, and not to drive new wedges between 
them. 


AN ANSWER TO FRENCH 
ANTI-SEMITES 
Jewish N.C.O.’s Letter Quoted in Chamber 
of Deputies 


To counteract the insidious propaganda which is at present 
being conducted by the French anti-Jewish ACTION 
FRancaist, Deputy Marius Dubois read a letter from the 
front from a Jewish corporal at one of the recent sessions 
of the Chamber. The letter was addressed to M. Charles 
Maurras, editor of ACTION FRANCAISE, and has now been 
published in the “ Journal Officiel,” the French “ Hansard.” 

“ZT have been informed of an article signed by you,” 
the Jewish corporal tells Maurras, “ reproducing a letter 
of one of your correspondents. You allege that there are 
no ‘inhabitants’ (a term applied by you to Jews to dis- 
tinguish them from ‘ citizens’) in French regiments. Per- 
mit a genuine Jew who is not ashamed of his origin to con- 
tradict you. | am a corporal, and | belong to a division 
that has returned to the front for the second time within 
three months. My younger brother ts a sergeant in a front- 
line unit somewhere in the East, and my second cousin and 
my brother-in-law are also on active service. None of 
us had any chance of * being left’ in a recruiting office, 
as was your correspondent. In my company I enjoy the 
brotherly reeard of all my comrades, many of whom are 
strict Catholics, but they, unlike yourself or Adolf Hitler. 
do not believe in racial hatred. They know only Frenchmen 
who are facing the enemy in the trenches. A shell that 
demolishes my trench somewhere in the Saar territory would 
kill me, the Jew, as well as my Catholic comrades.” 


ESTONIA—-The Government has withdrawn a Bill introducing 
changes into the status of national minorities. The Jewish 
Community will therefore continue to enjoy full cultural 
autonomy. 


BELGIUM—A ban has been placed on the publication of 
three anti-Semitic journals of the SruerMer type, L’Ami pu 
PEUPLE, VOLKSVERWERING, and De Aanvat. The STUBRMER 
itself has been prohibited in Belgium for many months. 


BUND LEADER’S EXECUTION 
DENIED 


Plight of Jews in Soviet Poland 


Le Popruname, the official organ of the French 
Socialist Party, which recently published a report of 
the execution in the Soviet-occupied area of Poland of 
the Bundist leader Victor Alter, states this week that 
the report of his death, released by the official Polish 
Telegraphic Agency, is incorrect, and that he ts at 
present under arrest in Moscow. ; 

“It does not satisfy us to know,” the paper writes, 
“that Alter is alive. We ask the Soviet the reasons 
which led to the arrest of Victor Alter, a militant 
member of a workers’ party in Poland whose activities 
were confined within the frontiers of Poland. We must 
be told what the Soviet authorities intend to do with 
him.” 

According to a Jewish Telegraphic Agency report, 
many Zionist leaders arrested during the first weeks 
of Soviet occupation have now been released after giving 
an undertaking to remain loyal to the Government. 

The plight of the Jewish middle classes in the Soviet- 
occupied territory is worsening. About 200,000 Jews, 
including women and children, are said to be wandering 
from one Galician village to another begging the 
Ukrainian population for bread. Private trade is at a 
standstill, not because of any Soviet law, but simply 
because the tradesmen have already sold out all their 
stocks and can obtain no further supplies from the 
interior of Russia. The situation is particularly tragic 
in Lwow, where there are still thousands of refugees 
who can find neither food nor shelter. 


RUSSIAN ATHEISTS AND JEWS 


The organ of the Russian Godless League, 


. BEZBOZHNIK, has replied to charges made by Ukrainian 


anti-Semites in the Soviet zone of Poland that Jews 
controlled the League and were responsible for bring- 
ing the anti-religious campaign into the occupied area. 


' Actually, states BEZBOZHNIK, Jews constitute only six 


per cent. of the members of the League, whose “ leader 
is Joseph Stalin,” a non-Jew. 


$2,000,000 FOR RELIEF IN GERMANY 
American Aid in 1939 


During 1939 the American-Jewish Joint Distribution 
Committee allocated nearly one million dollars-——-$978,102 
to be precise—for aid to Jews in Germany proper. These 
funds were made available to the central German-Jewish 
Welfare organisation which, during the course of the year, 
suffered a steady decline of income from local sources 
because of the growing pauperisation of the Jews. 

This statement is made in a preliminary report of the 
“ Jomt” for 1939 issued by Mr. Joseph C. Hyman, Execu- 
tive Vice-Chairman, who adds that impoverishment is 
growing so rapidly that relief requirements are expected to 
be twenty per cent. higher in 1940. The emigration of 
young people ts ledving a residue of aged people who must 
be cared for in institutions. In the last five months of 
1939, fourteen Jewish homes for the aged were either newly 
established or expanded. 

In Austria, Mr. Hyman states, more than half of the 
Jewish population is dependent upon relief, and the former 
Comniunity of 180,000 is now reduced to 55,000. Approxi- 
mately 30,000 persons are fed daily at seventeen free 
kitchens conducted by the Jewish Community, and 35.000 
receive other forms of relief each month. The J.D.C. 
allocated a further $900,000 in aid of the Jews of Austria 
during 1939. 

Under the constant threat of expulsion, the 70.000 Jews 
in the Czech Protectorate live in a state of panic, and to 
help them. the J.D.C. expended $155,000 during 1939 for 
relief work, emieration aid, and vocational training. In 
Slovakia, the J D.C. expended $158000 for welfare and 
economic aid. The J.D.C. also spent $54.000 on behalf of 
the Jews in Danzig. Of a former Jewish population of 
10.500, some 1,600 Jews still remain in that city. 

The help was extended through financial clearance 
arrangements effected with the approval of the authorities. 


CHILE—A new anti-Semitic party, known as the Chilean 
National Movement, has been formed in Santiago. 


URUGUAY—A committee as been elected which, together 
with the Executive of the Jewish Community of Montevideo, is 
to form a representative body of Uruguayan Jewry and to co- 
ordinate all Jewish social, economic, philanthropic, and cultural 
activities. It will also organise the fight against anti-Semitism. 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Chairman of the Administrative 
Council of the World Jewish Congress and representative of 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine at Geneva, who recently visited 
Montevideo, had an audience with Sefior Baldomir, the 
President, and Sefior Guani, the Foreign Minister. Dr. 
Goldmann was also received by the British Ambassador, Mr. E. 
Milington-Drake.

NO CAUSE FOR U.S. OPTIMISM 
Anti-Semitism Grows, Despite Setbacks 


Despite the fact that anti-Semitic leaders and move- 
ments have received setbacks in recent months, anti- 
Semitism is increasing in America, declares the 
NATIONAL JewtsH Montuty, of Washington, published 
by the B'nai B'rith. 

Many Jews, it says, have based undue optimism on 
such facts as the discrediting of Fritz Kuhn, the German 
American Bund leader, and William Pelley, the “ Silver 
Shirt ” leader, the disbanding of several Bund branches, 
and the arrest on charges of plotting against the State 
of seventeen Christian Front members. Nevertheless, 
Father Coughlin and Joseph McWilliams, head of the 
Christian Mobilisers, are continuing their anti-Semitic 
work: the Bund “ has not abandoned its foul objectives : 
it has changed only its tactics”; American Nazis, far 
from having decamped, are going underground; and 
Nazi propaganda that comes direct from Germany is 
increasing rather than decreasing. 

Anti-Semitic material, the article reveals, is now being 
sent from Germany to the United States in Italian and 
Japanese ships, and by way of Siberia, Italy, Denmark, 
and Switzerland. A great deal is also printed in the 
U.S.A. 

“In the final analysis,” the article concludes, “ there 
is still economic insecurity for millions of Americans, 
even in addition to those unemployed or’on relief, and 
political perplexity with a bitter election campaign in 
prospect. The conditions which provide fertile fields 
for the sowing of anti-Semitism remain.” 


A FOUL PENALTY 


Hungarian Football Club Fined 
for Engaging Jew 


Ihe football club “ Hungaria” has been fined 1,000 
pengoes (£50) by the Hungarian Sports Commissioner 
for engaging a Jew to manage the Club’s recent tour to 
lurkey and Greece. 

The fine was imposed after an investigation, which 
is alleged to have proved that the Club had violated one 
of the statutes of the Hungarian Football Association 
prohibiting Jews from taking a leading part im football 
club activities. The Government Commissioner ruled 
that the offence was not due to an oversight, but was 
premeditated, since the Jewish tour leader did not 
board the train together with the members of the team 
in Budapest but joined them at a station on the out- 
skirts of the city. The Club has been informed that 
its activities will be watched very carefully by the 
authorities during the coming season. 


LITHUANIAN JEW-BAITERS WARNED 


A conference in Kaunas of the anti-Jewish 
“ Verslininki,” which seeks to “ Lithuanise ” economic 
lite, has decided to ask the Government for a stricter 
control of Jewish industrial undertakings. 

Addressing the conference, M. Danta, Deputy 
Minister of Finance, warned the “ Verslininki” that the 
Government would not tolerate militant anti-Semitism. 
The Lithuanian Government was determined to give 
every cilizen an opportunity to earn his living, and 
anyone doing useful work would be protected. 

The Vilna District Court has imposed heavy sentences 
on anti-Semitic rioters responsible for the pogrom in 
the Vilna suburb of Novo Vilejka last October. After 
the Public Prosecutor had demanded severe punishment 
to mark “ the termination of the period of unjust treat- 
ment of minorities,” the ringleader was sent to prison 
for four years. 


FEDERATION OF POLISH JEWS 
{(COMMUNICATED] 


A meeting of representatives of kindred Polish societies 
was held at the offices of the Federation of Polish Jews, 
24, Aldgate, E.C., last week. 

The Chairman urged the necessity at the present time 
of complete unity among Polish Jewry. He mentioned that 
the Federation hoped to place Polish refugees in employ- 
ment, particularly in the tailoring trade, in factories where 
khaki was being manufactured. Capable refugees could 
report at the offices of the Federation, and everything would 
be done in order to obtain permission for them to accept 
this work. 

The meeting unanimously decided that the kindred Polish 
societies who were represented at the meeting should affiliate 
to the Federation and obtain the whole of their membership 
as financial members. 

It was reported that Mrs. A. Tarlo, the wife of. the 
Chairman of the Federation, who had for so many years 
been connected with the organisation and had unceasingly 
worked for many charitable objects, had passed away. A 
resolution of condolence to Mr. Tarlo and family was 
passed. 

The Chairman of the Organisation Committee reported 
upon the progress of the membership campaign; and the 
Chairman of the Press and Culture Committee, in his report, 
announced that they had arranged a panel of speakers in 
English and Yiddish who were prepared to address meetings 
anywhere on the subject of Polish Jewry. Up to date, a 


number of addresses had been given and had proved 
successful.

THE SHAPE OF THINGS 
TO COME 


THE retirement of Miss HANNAH COHEN from the 
Presidency of the Jewish Board of Guardians is a 
notable, if regrettable, event in contemporary Anglo- 
Jewish life. It was something of a departure in the 
Community for a woman to preside over so important 
a body as the premier Jewish Charity—-one cannot, 
very casily, imagine a lady President of the United 
Synagogue or of the Board of Deputies. But during 
the decade in which Miss Cowen held the position 
she did more than ample justice to it by the sustained 
application, the high intelligence, the freshness of 
mind, and the untiring devotion which she brought to 
her duties; and in relinquishing the office she leaves 
the Board with its scope of operations enlarged, and 
with its hold on the goodwill of Jews and the respect 
of non-Jews undiminished. 


But the war, and its far-reaching effects, prompt 
several urgent questions. Ata time when the Govern- 
ment is taking an ever increasing hold of the national 
life can the busy voluntary efforts of such institutions 
as the Board be expected to continue? It is hard to 
determine. All that one can-do is to emphasise the 
enormous value of voluntary service both to those 
who perform it and to the country as a whole, and to 
express the hope—not entirely'a vain one—that these 
vital considerations will not be entirely overlooked. 
At any rate, the Jewish Community cannot lay down 
its tasks until necessity compels. It has its duty to 
do as a single unit in a complex State, and no duties 
could be more salutary, more conducive to the 
general and the Jewish good, than the functions which 
the Board has so successfully discharged. 

It is as well, hoWever, that we get a true perspective 
of the future—some appreciation if not of the shape, 
then of the magnitude, of things to come. Nobody 
can say into what kind of a world the much-willed 
“ new order” will be born. Many ideas are ferment- 
ing !n the popular mind. Strange innovations in 
legislation are uncomplainingly accepted. It is im- 
possible to say in what form religion will develop. 
Social transformation is hurrying along in  seven- 
league boots. “In three or four years,” COLONEL 

WeEDGWwoob told Parliament in the recent war debate, 

“we may all be on the means test, all being fed by 

the Government.” In short, revolutions are proceed- 

ing all around us, silently but with much more pro- 
found effects than those engineered by noisy tub- 
thumpers or fanatical theorists. 

With such a prospect, the old Victorian ideas and 
standards of communal life which have exerted a 
powerful influence to this day may well prove out 
of date. Our outlook will have to be far wider and 
more radical, and now is the time to begin to adjust 
it to the seemingly inevitable. In the first place, Jew 
and non-Jew alike must strive to the utmost to ensure 
that the new world is built on foundations of justice 
between nation and nation and man and man. If this 
appalling war should burn into our minds one moral 
more than any other, it is that injustice and suffering 
are the breeding grounds of despotism and chaos. 
Had the German masses lived in reasonable comfort 
and reasonable security there would have been no 
HITLER to exploit their wrongs, to play on their fears, 
and torture mankind. Jew and Gentile must think 


hard and long to prevent by wise statesmanship the 
recurrence of such a disaster. 

But Jews have their own special tasks to perform 
too. In broad outline English Jewry is a survival of 
the Victorian age. In its domestic politics, its civic 
ideas, and to a large extent its communal organisa- 
tion, it is an anachronism. It goes on living from 
hand to mouth, tied to various shibboleths and 
slogans inherited from the past. It has got now to 
recognise that the old world is crumbling beneath its 
feet, that the old formulas and conventions need re- 
vising and perhaps scrapping, and that it must be up 
and doing with drastic and wide-ranging policies if it 
is ever to fit into the new and mightily changed post- 
war world. Can the age-old notion that Judaism can 
only survive under persecution be still accepted 
fatalistically as the last word in Jewish destiny? Can 
the exaggerated distinction between a Briton, Dutch- 
man, or Chinese of the Jewish persuasion and 
his fellow-nationals be considered as sacrosanct 
and untouchable, or should it not be recon- 
sidered in the light of experience and in_ the 
broadest spirit? What do we understand by Jewish 
religious loyalty in this iconoclastic age? Have we 
no prepossessions to correct. no errors of thought and 
conduct to amend, no serious rebuilding of organisa- 
tions to prepare against the day when the “new 
order” comes to birth? 

Nobody who retains his mental balance can meet 
these and other equally vital questions with a shrug 
of his shoulders. The day has gone by for apathy 
and quiescence. There may be no place for the drift- 
ing, thoughtless, indifferent Jew in the ~“ things ,to 
come.” 


“ SCRUTATOR 


OrnHers have paid tribute to Herbert Sidebotham, 
the great publicist who contributed for many years, 
under the designation above, to the columns of the 
SUNDAY Times, and under that of “ Candidus” to the 
Dairy SketcH. They have admired, and justly, his 
balance and serenity of thought, his wide knowledge, 
his sense of responsibility, and his unfailing care to 
analyse and state a case, rather than to parade his 
erudition and win a controversial victory. And they 
have realised that his career dignified the journalistic 
calling in which it was spent and, in so doing, asserted 


its rightful place in the system of democratic govern-. 


ment. But Jews cannot forget that he also maintained 
from his earlier years a consistent and active interest in 
the Zionist Cause. Again and again, and not least when 
its prospects were darkest, he broke a lance in its 
behalf, and it is safe to say that no writer, Jewish or 
non-Jewish, has excelled him in the persuasive clarity 
and literary power with which his articles were invested. 
As he himself said, he sponsored Zionism not primarily 
out of consideration for Jewish interests but out of 
regard for British needs. That judgment did not 
enfeeble the effect of his writings. On the contrary it 
enhanced it. It was as a British patriot that he fought 
for the Jewish National Home. If that wise attitude 
had been more widely understood and shared, what 
tribulations would not the Zionist Cause have been 
spared during all these years of trial and setback! That 
he should have been taken from his labours at this 
untimely moment is indeed a misfortune for the Jewish 
people. But he will ever have a place in grateful 
Jewish hearts as one of the truly pious among the 
peoples of the world. 


REFUGEE SCARES 


One of the less pleasant features of the war situation 
is the persistent scare-mongering about refugees in 
which certain newspapers indulge. The best thing that 
can be said for it is that it originates in a panicky feel- 
ing which is scarcely creditable to British sang-froid. 
The worst is that it is a deliberate playing, for purposes 
of circulation, upon prejudices which can easily be made 
acute at moments like the present. The pain these out- 


bursts cause to the refugees themselves, in the mass a ~ 


perfectly harmless body, is, of course, a matter of no 
importance to the scaremongers. And they com- 
placently disregard the obvious vigilance of the authori- 
ties and care little for the injustice to it which their 
“ yarns ” involve. 


AN EXPERT WANTED 

According to our Special Correspondent, the appoint- 
ment by the Refugee Organisation of an official to deal 
with the trouble is now in contemplation. This is a 
prudent, if sadly belated, step. The refugee authorities 
have already at hand, at any rate for consultation, one 
who has proved himself exceptionally skilled in this 
obviously difficult and delicate task and whose experi- 
ence of the past few years has been as extensive as it 
has been specialised. The Press Officer of the Board of 
Deputies, Mr. Sidney Salomon, has in the general work 
of Jewish Defence in the Press proved himself to pos- 
sess those attributes of tact, ability, and expert knowledge 
that are so necessary. His time is, of course, very fully 
occupied, and indeed there is good reason to believe 
that his department should be enlarged, which would 
involve him in still more work. Nevertheless, there is 
a clear link between countering refugee scare-tales and 
his present work, so that at least his services in a direc- 
tional or consultative capacity should be secured. Ht 
is of the utmost importance that the refugee press work 
contemplated should not be bungled by inexperience. 
There are so many who imagine they could do the job, 
but so very few who are qualified; so easy to bleat on a 
committee, so difficult to get the job well done. 


TWO JEWISH CHAPLAINS FOR OVERSEAS 


Ar last. though belatedly, there is news of the choice 
of two Jewish Chaplains for service overseas. It is no 
far-fetched theory that their appointment is due to the 
investigation which Dayan Gollop recently carried out 
during a visit to France. The senior appointment 
abroad has fallen to Rabbi I. Brodie, whose engaging 
character and scholastic attainments are well known in 
the Community and who has the advantage of having 
performed Chaplaincy duties in the last war. The other 
Chaplain who will go overseas is the Rev. B. Cherrick, 
the Minister of the New Synagogue, London, who 
enjoys the privilege of youth and the great gift of popu- 
larity in his ministerial office. The appointments plainly 
testify to the increasing number of Jews with the 
Expeditionary Forces. They also carry with them 
serious responsibilities as well as arduous functions. 
There is no doubt that both will be courageously and 
successfully shouldered, and that the Chaplains take 
with them the warmest good wishes of all their co- 
religionists. It must not be lost sight of that there are 
also three Jewish Chaplains functioning among the 
Jewish troops still at home—Dayan Gollop (the Senior 
Chaplain), Rabbi Dr. Rabinowitz, and the Rev. I. Levy. 
Five in all is not a grudging recognition of the Jewish 
factor in the Forces, though time alone can say whether 
that figure will not need to be augmented. 


HOUSE-TO-HOUSE COLLECTING 


By the enactment of the House to House Collections 
Act, which recently came into force, an attempt has 
been made to check abuse and conserve the charitable 
resources of the country. Under this law house-to- 
house collections must not be made or promoted unless 
the authorities are satisfied that the calls are made for 
a genuine charitable purpose and a licence has accord- 
ingly been granted. Violations of the Act will be 
visited with ‘severe penalties. That time-honoured 
Jewish institution, the Schnorrer, pure and simple, is 
not aimed at in this law. He is, of course, taken care of 
by the Vagrancy Act. But there are other collections 
which are affected. There are the street-door collec- 
tions for institutions abroad, sometimes unknown and 
perhaps non-existent. There are the appeals for 
what may be called hard-luck cases, which are also 
subject to abuse. Such instances as the placing of 
collecting boxes in private houses would no doubt be 
covered by the concession which makes special provision 
for collections which are spread over a large area, 
Synagogue organisations which may collect accounts by 
calling and which come into the category of charities 
would also be similarly provided for under the Act. 
But in the other examples mentioned above there is a 
case for legal supervision, and. the only effect of the 
new legislation will be to encourage greater confidence 
in giving and thus help the really deserving charities. 

It is a step in line with the present communal attempt 
to cleanse our charitable organisations by means of 
charity registration. At the same time, the charitable 
public can do something for their own protection by 
making sure that those who solicit help at the doors 
are provided with the requisite licence. 
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THE WAR: A MORAL ISSUE 


More and more as the war goes on it is revealed not 
as a mere question of the restoration of this or that 
territory but as a profound moral conflict. It is a 
question whether or not the fundamentals of religion 
and human ethics are to survive. The issue was power- 
fully stated by the Primate in his Easter address. It was 
probably no exaggeration, he said, to assert that at no 
time, certainly within the past 1,700 years, had the 
powers of evil been more active and insolent than 
to-day. | He instanced the wanton assaults of brute 
force on the freedom of small and peaceable nations; 
the persistent oppression of the Jewish race; the massed 
horrors of concentration camps; the cruelties now being 
perpetrated on a vast scale in Poland; the plight of the 
people of Finland after their heroic struggle, their 
ruined homes and villages and their homeless families. 
Obviously the challenge that this pagan barbarism 
throws out cannot be shirked without surrendering all 
hope and all happiness and relapsing into savagery and 
Cimmerian darkness. In Germany, bemused by lies 
and prejudice, this moral issue is not understood or 
appreciated. But the forthright deliverance of the 
Archbishop and the warnings from other equally 
impressive sources should leave no doubt in the minds 
of the people of this country as to what the war is 
about. The Primate emphasised the truth that when 
the ground has been cleared we must set ourselves to 
build a new and better order of human life within our 
own and other nations. That is, indeed, vital. But it 
cannot and never will be done with the co-operation 
of the present masters of the Reich. The words of 
such builders are faithless and their hands are unworthy, 
for they are stained with blood. 


A JEWISH PADRE AND HIS FLOCK 

AN article on the experiences of a Jewish Chaplain 
will be found on. page 7 in this issue. It ts from the 
pen of Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz, who is fast becoming 
recognised as one of the most forceful members of the 
Ministry, and it provides not only entertaining but 
revealing reading. In fact, it exhibits the Jews in the 
Army as a sort of microcosmos of the Community, 
mirroring some of its “ problems” as well as some of 
its humour. The story, for instance, of the six “ Jews ” 
in a certain unit throws a vivid light on the progress of 
intermarriage and of religious drift among us, though 
that other tale of the seventh Jew in the unit—its 
medical officer who had come from New Zealand and 
not only brought his Tallis and Tefillin with him but 
used them-——provides striking evidence on the other side. 
So, indeed, does the case cited by the Padre of the 
Jewish soldiers who forwent their leave in order to 
attend a service. Evidently the religious potentialities 
in the Community are there, if only we give them 
proper opportunities for expression. As for the 
humour, conscious or unconscious, the story of the 
numerous Jewish men whose only complaint of their 


new life in the Army was the identical one that “we. 


miss the lockshen”™ speaks volumes—either Army life 
is far from unsuited to the Jewish temperament, or the 
love of the particular item of food referred to is inor- 
dinately developed in generations of Jewish dietary. 


WHILE FASCISTS RANT 

Miss CoueEN’s valedictory address at the recent annual 
meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians revealed 
something of the great place the Board has held and 
still holds in the communal economy. One need cite 
only her estimate that since its Loan Department was 
created it had made, with a very low percentage of loss, 
over 100,000 loans, representing a turnover of not far 
short of a million pounds, and her reference to the 
Board’s pioneer and successful fight against tuberculosis. 
In other branches of health work, it has displayed 
equal activity, and has thus proved itself to be a social 
ameliorative agency of the first order, Such facts as 
these expose the soap-box rhetoric of our detractors in 
its true ignominy, and one could wish they were more 
widely known. 


The President left an important thought for us in 
taking leave of her office. She deplored the fact that 
the co-ordination of the various communal institutions 
was as far off as ever. She was conscious, she said, of 
little substantial progress towards the better organisation 
in the charitable effort of the Community. Yet certain 
it is that this vital necessity must assert itself with ever 
greater imperiousness as the war, with its manifold 
sacrifices, proceeds.

MANCHESTER JEWISH BOARD 
OF GUARDIANS 


The Salford Corporation Grant 


[From our Correspondent} 


The Manchester Jewish Board of Guardians has, 
during its existence, saved Manchester ratepayers over 
£100,000 and Salford ratepayers about £40,000, stated 
Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., the President, at the annual 
meeting of the Board held last week. 

Mr. Laski acknowledged with gratitude the generous 
grant of £5,000 a year which the Board received from 
the Manchester Corporation and the grant of £1,000 
from the Salford Corporation. Without these grants, 
he said, it would have been impossible for the Board 
to carry on its work. 

On the question of the Salford cases dealt with by 
the Board, the President read the following extract from 
the annual report, and paid a high tribute to the Mayor 
of Salford (Alderman J. A. Webb, J.P., M.B.E.) and to 
Councillor Dr. J. Shlosberg for their help in the settle- 
ment of the matter: 


During the year, an application for an increased grant 
was made to the Salford Corporation towards the high 
cost of the relief granted by the Board to Jewish cases 
residing in Salford. Pending the decision of the Corpora- 
tion in arranging to meet the Executive of the Board 
to discuss the position, Jewish cases were temporarily 
transferred to the Salford Public Assistance Committee 
to be dealt with by them. Happily, an amicable agree- 
ment was arrived at, and the grant was increased by £200 
subject to the following conditions: (a) In the event of 
the cost to the Board of relieving cases rising, the Sal- 
ford Finance Committee will, at the end of the war or 
at some earlier period, sympathetically consider any 
further appeal the Board may make: (b) Should the cost 
of relief fall, the question of a reduction of the amount 
granted by the Corporation will be considered. 

At the end of an interval of about five weeks the relief 
of the Jewish cases was once again taken over by the 
Board. 


Analysis of Cases Assisted 


Mr. Joseph Mamlock, Treasurer, reported that the Board's 
overdraft had increased during last year by fifty per cent., 
from £3,118 to £4,895, while the total amount received in 
subscriptions from the Jewish Community was only £1,271. 
Analysing the cases dealt with by the Board, Mr. Mamlock 
said that they were: forty per cent. persons over sixty-five;

Congratulations were extended to Mr. and Mrs. Nathan 
Laski on the occasion of their Golden Wedding, and were 
acknowledged by Mrs. Laski. In proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Laski for presiding, Councillor Leslie M. 
Lever also referred to the quict but continuous help which 
Mrs. and Miss Mabel Laski gave to so many of the Jewish 
Community who sought their advice at “ Smedley House.” 

The following were elected to serve on the Board of 
Guardians for the coming three years: Messrs. I. Apfel- 
baum, Max. Green, M. Hytner. Il. Kindler, J. Lagerman, 
Harry Marks, S. Pressman, and H. Rubin. 


The forty bed cases in the Incurable Section of the Man- 
chester Homes for Aged and Needy Jews, who were 
evacuated to Southport at the outbreak of war, have now 
been brought back to the Home in Cheetham Hill Road. 
At a recent meeting of the Board the liability of the Homes 
to the bank was stated to be £10,350. A legacy of £100 
from the late Mr. Mark Rubin was acknowledged. 

The sum of £250 was raised at the recent annual cabaret 
ball held at the Cheetham Assembly Rooms in aid of the 
funds of the Manchester Jewish Soup Kitchen. This is the 
highest single sum ever raised for the Soup Kitchen during 
the last fifteen years. The chief organisers were Messrs. 
Sydney Needoff. Chairman; Sidney Weinberg, Treasurer: 
Miss Gladys Dobkin, Hon. Secretary: and Mr. W. Gross- 
wald.

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NEW CAREERS FOR JEWISH YOUTH 
Bureau to be Established 


Following a lecture by Mr. Myer Domnitz, given 
before the Manchester Men's Lodge of the B'nai Brith 
at the Midland Hotel, the suggestion that the B'nai 
Brith should seek co-operation in establishing a Voca- 
tional Guidance Bureau was discussed. 

The need for the setting up of advisory panels, repre- 
senting professions, trades, and industry, in each Jewish 
centre was urged by Mr. Domnitz, who is the organising 
secretary of the Vocational Guidance Committee of the 
B’nai Brith. He said that there ought to be a considerable 
broadening in the economic pursuits of Jewish people, who 
should seek to prevent a good deal of occupational mal- 
distribution. The age 15-16 was regarded as the best time 
for giving advice on careers, and the B'nai Brith, which 
worked in close contact with the Institute of Industrial 
Psychology in London, hoped to induce Jewish parents to 
make a more scientific approach than hitherto towards the 
future careers of their children. 

Many parents were the victims of what was called the 
“No choice” myth. They directed their sons and 
daughters into a limited number of occupations, without 
taking the trouble to investigate possibilities in other types 
of work not so familiar to them. For example, the London 
Committee were aware of openings in such varied occupa- 
tions as estate agency, chemistry, surveying, shipping, 
engineering, agriculture, and veterinary surgery. 


B'nai Brith to Seek Co-operation 


Bro. 1. W. Goldberg, who presided, promised that the 
B'nai Brith Lodge would take the initiative in Manchester 
towards the establishment of Vocational Guidance machin- 
ery for the Jewish community. 

During a discussion, in which Messrs. M. Kliman, W. 
Miller, L. Harris, D. Freeman, Brunner, and Miss Kelman 
took part, the following suggestions emerged: that in 
Manchester the B'nai Brith should seek the co-operation of 
the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews and the local 
Jewish Youth Council towards the establishment of a Voca- 
uonal Guidance Bureau; that a useful parallel move would 
be the setting up of a Sabbath Observance Bureau, under 
the sponsorship of the Communal Rabbi, to help Jewish 
youth to secure employment where work on the Sabbath 
would not be obligatory: that contact should be made on 
these questions with the local Juvenile Employment 
Bureau and with local Jewish employers; and that steps 
should be taken to ensure that young English Jews and 
Jewesses who desired to settle in Palestine should be given 
appropriate training over here in trades and pursuits likely 
to be of the maximum advantage to them as individuals 
and to the upbuilding of the Jewish National Home. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was moved by Bro. 
A. R. Shabetai. In response, Mr. Domnitz said that he 
was glad to see that practical steps were likely to be taken 
shortly in Manchester. He urged parents to study the 
useful Careers Advice column of THe Jewisa CHRONICLE. 


LEEDS KASHER MEAT SUPPLY 
Shechita Board Statement 


[From our Correspondent) 


Presiding at the monthly meeting of the Shechita 
Board, Mr. A. Friedman, the Chairman, reported on 
the present position of meat rationing. Since the 
Government had taken control of the meat supplies, he 
said, the Board had made arrangements with the local 
officials to include in their charge to the butchers an 
additional penny per pound for all meat and offal 
supplied to the butchers and render an account to the 
Board each week, together with a cheque for the amount 
so collected. This arrangement had proved most satis- 
factory and had saved the Board a great deal of trouble. 

Mr. Freedman deplored the serious shortage of meat 
supplies, which was due mainly to the disorganisation 
caused by the change over and partly to difficulties of 
transport, but, he said, he had been assured by the meat 
agent for the area that these difficulties were being over- 
come, and it was hoped that shortly the meat coupons 
would be honoured. 

He had received the utmost courtesy and assistance from 
all the officials, and he thought the Community should be 
very grateful to the Government and officials for the very 
elaborate arrangements made for the supply of kasher meat. 
He hoped the Community would refrain from making 
unnecessary complaints. They should realise the difficulties 
of the present period and exercise patience. The butchers 
were having a most difficult time and were doing their best. 
If anvone considered he had a legitimate grievance he 
should make the complaint to the Board and not to the 
Ministry of Food.

Hospitality to Jews in the Forces

Several charitable donations were announced at a 
meeting of the Jewish Institute, presided over by Mr. 

The Chairman referred to the diffi- 
culties the club has had to face as a result of the recent 
fire and loss of membership through the war. 

In his secretarial report, Mr. B. Casson, said that the 
Institute had donated £77 to the Board of Guardians 
and nineteen guineas to the Hospital Sunday Fund. 
They had been active on behalf of the Refugee Fund 
and had handed over £457.

LORD TAVISTOCK, HITLER, AND 
THE JEWS 


‘*Peace Terms” and the Racial 
Problem 


APOLOGIST FOR PERSECUTIONS 


[From a Correspondent) 


The Marquess of Tavistock, President of the British 
People’s Party and Chairman of the British Council 
for Christian Settlement, recently obtained much pub- 
licity when he produced, via the German Legation in 
Dublin, a list of what he suggested were the terms 
which the German Government would be prepared to 
agree to in order to restore peace. The controversy 
aroused by the publication of these proposals has no 
interest from the specifically Jewish point of view, 
except that it elicited from Lord Tavistock the state- 
ment that he had not been associated with the B.U.F., 
although he had attended a Mosley meeting, and from 
the writer of “ Londoner's Diary ” in the EVENING STAN- 
DARD the statement that Lord Tavistock had been given 
(but did not follow) Mosley’s personal advice on con- 
ducting his “ peace campaign.” 

But Lord Tavistock has now written an account of 
his attempted mediation, under the title of “ The Fate 
of a Peace Effort,” which brings the Jewish question 
Squarely into the picture. For he deals at length with 
what he believes is the “solution” favoured by the 
Nazis as part of their peace programme. Whether the 
Nazis are now thinking along these lines or not, the 
“solution” is apparently one which meets with the 
approval of Lord Tavistock, who also has some other 
interesting observations to make about the Jews. 


Repeating Nazi Version 


He declares: 

“ Germany realises that she has made mustakes in regard 
to the Jewish question, But desires it to be remembered that 
up to 1934 she was assisting Jewish emigrants colonising Pales- 
tine both by gold payments and by buying from them produce 
grown in Palestine. She was also, at that time, prepared to 
co-operate with any international body which was attempting 
‘to solve the Jewish problem. After 1933 she was only able 
to help German Jews in Palestine by barter arrangements, 
German machinery being exchanged for fruit, etc. Britain, 
however, discouraged this trade, and after a year it proved 
impossible to continue. Germany still desires to assist her 
Jewish population in forming colonies, and is prepared to go 
to any reasonable lengths in co-operating with an international 
body endeavouring to found a national home for the Jews.”’ 


This amazing farrago of falschoods, which Lord 
Tavistock seems to have accepted without comment, is, 
he says, the opinion “of an individual member of the 
German Legation.” It is a matter of some uncertainty, 


he adds, as to how far these opinions are shared by 
the German Government as a whole. There is no 
reason to suppose they are not shared, but definite 
opinion on this point is at present lacking. 

Actually, as Lord Tavistock might have taken the 
trouble to discover, the Nazis systematically stripped 
the Jews of almost all their possessions before they could 
leave a Germany in which it was made impossible for 
them to live. The barter arrangements were the only 
medium for Jews to salvage any of their belongings, 
and even then the Nazis combined business with pleasure 
by obtaining a market for their machinery. 

The Nazis’ “mistakes,” to which Lord Tavistock 
refers, can be rectified at any moment; there Is nothing, 
for instance, to stop them abolishing the terrible Lublin 
reservation for the Jews without any delay at all. There 
is surely no need for the “repentant” Nazis to await 
a peace conference to put this matter right, at any rate. 

Lord Tavistock is more definite when he comes to 
the question of the persecutions, and he takes it upon 
himself to apologise for the Nazis and to suggest that 
the German Jews “ asked for tt. | 

“It is well, also. to remember that many things which, tn 
themselves, are wholly indefensible, are; in a measure, under- 
standable. When a country has been through a period of great 
suffering such as the Germans undoubtedly experienced after 
the late war. it is common for the leaders who arise to be 
ruthless and oppressive towards those whom they regard as 
their country’s enemies. . . We should not forget, also, that 
even in our boyhood the German Jew was .a byword for all 
that was objectionable. Iwo wrongs certainly do not 
make a right, but cruelty inflicted on a tit-for-tat basis is much 
more understandable than cruelty which has been inflicted where 
there is no provocation at all. Even in our own country there 
are thousands of quite respectable people, normal and reason- 
able in other respects, who have a most venomous hatred against 
the Jews and would certainly become Jew-baiters of a kind if 
they had Hitler's power and opportunity. ..." 


A Contrast 

It is interesting to compare this with the letter which 
Lord Tavistock wrote to THe Jewish CHRONICLE last 
year in which he said that he would never countenance 
a policy which persecuted a man of good behaviour 
merely by reason of his race. 

The writer's strange credulity on the subject of Jews 
is further shown in an alleged refutation of a Jewish 
“ atrocity story ” which he quotes. The story was told 
to him that a Jew had been forced to walk round a 
concentration camp with bare and bleeding feet until 
he fainted from pain and exhaustion. Nazi fiendish- 
ness? Oh dear, no. A “friend of the friend” who 
told Lord Tavistock about the case asked the officer in 
charge of the camp whether such an incident had 
actually occurred. The officer admitted the incident, 
but added that the Jew was the most violent and trouble- 
some man in the camp and had attacked a boy of 
fourteen On a trifling pretext, broken his jaw and so 
terrified him that he was likely to lose his reason. They 
therefore made an example of the Jew. So now Lord 
Tavistock accepts the Nazi version. But does it not 
seem to him surprising that the Jew was able, despite 
unsleeping Nazi surveillance, to attack the boy so 
drastically, and does he not also wonder what a boy of 
fourteen was doing in a concentration camp? But Lord 
Tavistock seems determined to go on believing the Nazis 


rather than the “ objectionable Jews.”

ANTI-SEMITISM ON THE AIR 


New British’? Radio—Near Berlin 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


In a cleverly worded question to the Minister of 
Information, Captain A. M. Ramsay, the anti-Jewish 
M.-P. for Peebles, last week drew attention to nightly 
broadcasts by a new short-wave station. Its propaganda 
is strongly anti-Jewish and anti-British. 

This station announced itself as the New British 
Broadcasting Station, and since it came on to the air 
at the end of last month I have listened to it on several 
occasions. It puts over a straight Fascist case, and if 
I were to listen with my eyes closed I would imagine 
that I was at any local Fascist meeting. 

On the occasion of Mr. Chamberlain’s seventy-first 
birthday a special talk was given. “ We should like 
to wish him many happy -returns,” said the speaker, 
“but the words rather stick in our throat. We wish he 
would go away, At the Munich settlement,” he went 
on, “ Mr. Chamberlain represented the wishes of our 
whole people .. but the hero of the day has become 
once more the lackey of international finance.” Com- 
bined with abusive remarks about the British Premier 
were fulsome references to the Nazis. 

In another broadcast, the speaker denied the charge 
of being Nazi propagandists, and alleged that they were 
British. He explicitly stated that they had “ nothing 
to do with Mosley.” 

This “ New British Broadcasting Station ” attempts to 
give the impression that it is broadcasting from “ some- 
where in England,” but Sir John Reith said in the House 
of Commons last week that “ the station was presumed 
almost certainly to be situated about 100 miles from 
Berlin.” 


OPEN-AIR CAMPAIGN PROGRESS 
Eradicating Fascist Lies

conclusions about the effects of the fortnight-old open- 
air campaign of the Defence Committee, it can be said 
that many hundreds of people who formerly heard only 
anti-Jewish arguments now regularly take the oppor- 
tunity of learning the truth. 

There have been, the leaders of the campaign tell me, 
successful meetings at Hyde Park, Finsbury Square, and 
Lincoln's Inn, at which the opportunity to ventilate anti- 
Jewish grievances have been freely given. 

But the interruptions have their value, and at meetings 
specially arranged for Jewish Defence speakers every 
Monday evening the main points that have cropped up 
during the week are discussed. In particular, anti- 
Jewish questions are closely examined. | 

The main obstacle at present, I gather, is the lack of 
trained speakers. There were many complaints in the days 
before the war about “seeing the same old faces”; but 
1 am afraid this complaint will once again be frequent if 
those who have had experience of open-air speaking do 
not come forward to play their part in the fight against 
anti-Semitism. 

How necessary enlightenment is was made clear to a friend 
of mine, a non-Jew, who accompanied me to an anti-Jewish 
meeting in Finsbury Square. It was his. first experience 
of this kind, and he was flabbergasted by the calm way in 
which the lies about an alleged international Jewish finance 
and an alleged Jewish responsibility for the war were taken. 

“Surely people don't believe that *‘ Federal Union’ is a 
* Jewish racket’? he asked me. “Some do,” I said. “But 
for the answer to this you must come to Finsbury Square 
on Tuesday to hear the Jewish Defence speakers.” And 
it is fortunate that frequenters of these meetings have a 
catholic taste and attend all meetings. This is rather dis- 
turbing to the anti-Semites, one of whom said the other 
day: “We want only Britishers at our meetings, and the 


Jews can go to their own meetings, from which Britishers 
should keep away.” 


CELEBRATING PURIM 


Services for Troops, Evacuees, Refugees 


The types of gathering that have been celebrating Purim 
this year have been more variegated than for many a year. 

Throughout the country, in addition to the services and 
parties and plays given as usual by synagogues and reli- 
gion classes there have been celebrations arranged for 
refugee children and _ schoolchildren evacuated from 
the large cities, held in many cases in localities where 
the reading of the Megillah and the sound of the Haman 
rattle have never been heard before. At the Communal 
Hall, Birmingham, the service for members of H.M. Forces 
was conducted by the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, and -was followed

JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Ashkenazi Community 
DR. CECIL ROTH’S PAPER 


The first meeting of the session of the Jewish 
Historical Society of England and the first since the 
war broke out was held last week in the Rose Hertz 
Hall of Woburn House. At this meeting, which also 
took the place of the Society's annual meeting, Dr. 
Cecil Roth read a paper on “ The Establishment of 
the Ashkenazi Community in London (The Great 
Synagogue), 1690-1940." 

In opening the proceedings, Dr. Roth paid a tribute to 
the late Mr. Cyril Picciotio, K.C., who was a member of 
the Council and had contributed to their publications. 

Dr. Roth. referring to the fact that that was the first 
meeting held under war-time conditions, said that it was 
an experimental one. But it seemed such a magnificent 
success from the point of view of size of audience that one 
could say that it had gone beyond the experimental stage 

hat meeting took the place of their annual meeting, and, 
in the absence of the President, Mr. Philip Guedalla, he 
presented a brief report of their activities during the year. 

Until last summer, he said, their meetings were held 
regularly and attained a very high standard. Their general 
activities were probably more intense than they had been in 
any previous session in the Society’s recent history. Mem- 
bership stood nominally ai 748—an increase of 33 during the 
course of the session. Unfortunately, owing to war circum- 
stances, a number of members had intimated their intention 
of resigning. He hoped that it would be possible to stem 
this tide, and that they would assist them in reversing it. If 
they could not hold meetings quite as regularly and as 
adequately as hitherto, they could at least make up by 
keeping their members in touch with them through the 
medium of publications, and they had an amazing pro- 
gramme of publications in hand 

Ihe re-election of the present members of the Council, 
the Vice-Presidents, and the Treasurer, was agreed to. 

Dr. Israel Feldman presided for Dr. Roth’s lecture. 


250th Anniversary of Great Synagogue 


Dr. Roths paper consisted of passages from the manu- 
script of the first part of a book which, he said, he was 
preparing at the request of Dr. Feldman on the history of 
the Great Synagogue. This was the 250th anniversary of 
the Great Synagogue. That did not mean that the com- 
munity was not perhaps established before 1690, but it was 
only at that date that they had definite proof of its existence. 
Even at the beginning of the history of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congrtgation, there was quite a sprinkling of 
Ashkenazi names m its records, on its tombstones, in its 
burial ground, and generally in connection with its history. 

One of the fundamental events in English history, at the 
close of the 17th century, went on the speaker, was at the 
same time one of the fundamental events in Jewish history. 


It was the glorious revolution which had a very important — 


result on Angio-Jewry, because it brought England and 
Holland under one rule, and, therefore, there was a con- 
stant flow of traders, merchants, and immigrants between 
the two countries and, above all, between Amsterdam and 
London. From that date numerous members of that 
extremely important Ashkenazi community of Amsterdam 
as well as numerous members of the Sefardi community 
settled in London and from this period only the Ashkenazi 
group of London began to be of real importance. Besides 
those immigrants from Amsterdam, there began to arrive 
also a number from Hamburg. 

Dr. Roth recalled that the Synagogue was rebuilt in 1766, 
and later on, with the rapid growth of the community in 
1790, it was rebuilt again in magnificent style, and on that 
occasion a donation of £4,000 was given in her advanced 
old age by Mrs. Judith Levy, “the Queen of Richmond 
Green,” who was the daughter of Moses Hart and whose 
son Ehas was the son of Benjamin Levy, who had purchased 
the first communal cemetery. 

The memory of Benjamin Levy, said the speaker, faded 
rapidly. [he place where he was buried in the burial 
ground which he acquired was not marked. But his monu- 
ment was in the institution and in the spirit in which it was 
founded and with which it had continued to be imbued 

A discussion followed.

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Shall we send our children 
to boarding-school or not? 


HE great evacuation experiment 
will probably go down to history 
as one of the turning points in both 
education and family life in this country. 
For it has brought the limelight to bear 
on the problem of the child away from its 
home and has indeed thrown into high 
relief the whole problem of boarding- 
schools as an educational medium. 
There are parents with quite small 
incomes who will strain every nerve and 
make every sacrifice to send their children 
to boarding-school, while there are others 
with ample means who elect to educate 
their children from their own homes. 
And it is the parent who approves of 
boarding-schools who will, I think, have 
co-operated most successfully the 
Government's evacuation scheme. 


Neglectful Parent ? 


Is the boarding-school advocate neces- 
sarily a neglectful parent? And is the 
ideal solution of our children’s educa- 
tional difficulties to be found in the 
resident school? 

In order to provide the answer, it Is 
necessary first to estimate just how much 
homes have altered in the last few 
decades, during which the habit of send- 
ing even little children away to school 
has steadily increased. 


Maidless Homes 

The practical difficulty of obtaining 
domestic help has been an important 
factor in forcing many parents to occupy 
smaller homes, where it is often difficult 
to do justice to growing boys and girls. 
There are to-day innumerable homes 
without a resident maid, and the whole 
duty of attending to the children and 
arranging their first meal before sending 
them off to school must devolve upon 
their mothers. 

Nor is school any longer a matter of 
two or three minutes’ journey round the 
corner. Parents have become more selec- 
tive as regards schools, and are no longer

WAR-TIME FARE 


Mayonnaise and Salad Dressings 
Without Oil 


Now that salad oil is scarce and so very 
expensive, it will be necessary to use sub- 
stitutes when making mayonnaise and salad 
dressings. 

The quantity of flour or cornflour used 
can be increased’ or decreased according to 
whether a thick coating sauce is required 
Or just a moderate creamy one. 

Although in the following recipes ordinary 
malt vinegar is suggested, this can be sub- 
stituted in part or wholly by lemon juice; 
or a teaspoonful or two of tarragon or chili 
vinegar are also good. 

For a more piquant sauce, a small 
quantity of aay of the following can be 
added: onion juice; anchovy, Worcester, or 
tomato sauce; chopped capers, gherkin, 
olives, tarragon; or finely grated horseradish. 

The seasoning of salt, mustard, and sugar 
must also be varied to suit individual tastes. 


Boiled Dressing (No. 1) 
Cornflour, | piled teaspoonful. 
Mustard, | level teaspoonful. 

Salt, 4 teaspoonful. 

Melted margarine, 2 ‘tablespoonfuls. 
Sugar and cayenne to taste. 
Vinegar, 2 tablespoonfuls. 

One egg. Water, gills. 

Pur the cornflour, sugar, and seasonings 
into a basin and mix smoothly with a little

mate as far as possible to the large 
family home of yesterday. It should 
never be exclusively for one sex. Even if 
boys and girls are not educated together, 
they should, as in the house system of the 
public schools, reside in homes presided 
over by botfi married people. 

These men and women of the public 
schools, it should be remembered, work 
specifically to create conditions best 
suited for the boys under their care. They 
are not, as is so often the case in private 
life, people with outside interests, whose 
occupations and responsibilities require 
them, say, to spend long hours at meet- 
ings or conferences or in the pursuit of 
artistic creation. They may and often do 
have families of their own, who grow up 
with the boys under their care, with 
mutual advantage. 


What Evacuation Shows 


For such housewives the domestic prob- 
lem is not so insoluble, since they are in 
a position to engage a staff of workers 
with properly defined duties and hours of 
work, and stated times off. 

The evacuation scheme has shown two 
important things. It has shown that 
where children have been received into 
fairly large and well-provided families 
their advent has been accepted with little 
difficulty and they have remained con- 
tented. It has shown further that the 
child who had been used to going away 
from home, to club, camp, or play centre, 
has been the most successful evacuee 
from his host's point of view. 


Home Atmosphere 


If boarding-schools, then, are to be the 
order of the day in the future, they must 
embody all that is best in the home, and 
if children, even only children, are to 
benefit from the opportunities that will 
undoubtedly be extended to all classes, 
they must be trained from an early age 
to take part in the sort of community life 
that was so valuable in the days of big 
families at home.

Boiled Dressing (No. 2) 

Flour, | tablespoonful. One egg. 
Margarine, 2 ozs. Water, 4 pt. 
Mustard and sugar. Vinegar, 
Salt and cayenne. 2 tablespoonfuls. 

Mix the mustard, sugar, salt, and cayenne 
with the vinegar and water. Melt the 
margarine, stir in the flour, and gradually 
add the water, etc. Stir till boiling, and 
simmer for a minute or two; then pour 
gradually on to the lightly beaten egg, and 
whisk thoroughly. 

N.B.—-If. preferred, use two egg yolks 
instead of one whole egg. 


Potato Dressing 
Boiled sieved potato, 3 tablespoonfuls. 
Evaporated milk, 4 tablespoonfuls. 
Vinegar, 14 tablespoonfuls. 
Made mustard, sugar, salt, and cayenne. 
App the sugar and seasonings to the 
sieved potato, stir in the milk, then the 
vinegar. This is particularly good on 
vegetable salads. A little grated horseradish 
is a good addition. x 


Vegetable Dressing 

Tuts is another simple inexpensive dress- 
ing for vegetable salads. Melt one ounce of 
margarine in a saucepan, stir in one ounce 
of flour, and gradually add half a pint of any 
vegetable or white stock (or milk and water). 
Stir till it boils, and continue stirring while 
it simmers for a couple of minutes; then 
add vinegar, made mustard, salt, and cayenne 
to taste: When cold, remove any skin that 
may have formed on the top and whisk 
thoroughly.

ART AND THE WOMAN 
A Lively Show 


Although I cannot quite see the point of a Women’s 
Art Club at the present time—surely it is an anachron- 
ism—I suppose that, being over 40 years old, with 
traditions of its own, it would be difficult to discontinue 
the Women’s International Art Club. 

This year the club has instituted a new policy and has 
invited non-members—only female, of course—to con- 
tribute to their annual exhibition at the Suffolk Street 
Galleries, and, on the whole, the show is lively and the 
standard high. There is, however, no policy, no pro- 
gramme, no tendency. But that is understandable: why 
should women have any particular attitude towards 
painting? Art is universal, and what an artist feels, 
thinks, and wishes to express should be judged from a 
human point of view, not from a male or female one. 
The male or female quality one may discern in a picture 
is merely incidental. 

There are two things that rather surprise me. There 
are very few purely efficient or brilliant, but utterly 
meaningless, paintings, and practic: ally no problem, 
symbolic, or narrative pictures. This is very refreshing 
Almost all the work here seems to have been done 
because of a genuine love of and pleasure in painting. 


Pictures of Ideas 


Mary R. Lawrence's paintings, “ The Outcasts and 
“ 1939,” are the only two pictures of ideas, - They are 
interesting attempts at conveying an emotion, but, 
although the colour is good, the design is not sufficiently 
interesting to be moving. 

For the rest, I like Pamela Strain’s “ Arch of Trees.” 
It is a very personal and sensitive interpretation of a 
country scene. Nan Youngman’s “Red Lilies” is a 
lovely colour pattern with a strange hint of presaging 
doom behind its literal presentation. Beryl Sinclair's 
“ Bardfield Garden ” is a happy painting, the paint used 
clean and direct, rather like a water-colour. 

Clare Atwood’s “ Stil Life,” painted in a sort of 
Brangwynian grand manner, has a _ pleasing rich 
ebullience, and Dorothy Larcher’s delicate and sensitive 
“Flower Studies” have a rare decorative quality. 
Diana Raphael's “ Nude and Cat” is the most interest- 
ing painting of the three she is showing. It is a well- 
knit composition with.a pleasant colour harmony. 


Charming Studies 


Enid Soloman’s “Girl's Head” ts a_ charming 
Renoiresque study, and the two paintings by Angela 
Baynes are unusually well drawn. 

Celia Bedford's work always pleases me. She has 
an adult and witty mind, but she does not allow the 
satirical to override the tactile values of her painting. 
To Asphodel Fleischmann even “ Gasometers and 
Chimneys ™ have a real beauty; she neither romanticises 
them nor does she make them into objects of disgust. 

Among the prints, I like best Gertrude Hermes’ 
“ Undercurrents,” and Meta Cohn-Hendel’s “ Field 
Flowers,” an extraordinarily attractive and original 
coloured wood-engraving. There are good drawings 
and water-colours by Dora Hooper, Helen Sampson, 
Margaret Thomas, Mary D. Short, Una White, and 
Adrienne V. Mason.

The Chief Rabbi's paper on “Deuteronomy, Its 
Antiquity and Mosaic Authorship,” which was recently 
read in his absence by Mr. J. H. Taylor before the 
Victoria Institute (a well-known British philosophical 
society) has been, I learn, chosen for the A. T. Schofield 
Memorial Award for 1940. The Memorial was con- 
stituted by a fund subscribed by the relations of the 
late Dr. A. T. Schofield about ten years ago, the award 
being presented to the author of the selected paper 
on the occasion of its being read before the Society. 

ZOLA CENTENARY 

Next Tuesday is the centenary of the birth of Emile 
Zola—April 2, 1840, and it deserves to be gratefully 
commemorated by Jews, if only for his courageous 
championship of the martyred Dreyfus in the superb 
“ VAccuse.” During his last days, Zola projected a 
novel supporting the newly established cause of Zionism, 
for which purpose he planned a voyage to Palestine. 
When he died in 1902, Anatole France pronounced the 
funeral oration with those magnificent words: “ Zola 
has merited well of his country in not despairing of 
justice in France. He has honoured his country and 
the world. He was a moment of the conscience of 
man.” More recently many have been reminded of 
this tribute, as it occurs in the fine film where Zola ts so 
greatly represented by the Jewish actor, Paul Muni. 

FOR THE RED CROSS 

The first of the big auctions on behalf of the funds 
of the Red Cross is to take place at Christie’s on June 10. 
Members of the Royal Family have already given gifts. 
Among other donors is Lord Rothschild, who has given 
his fine copy of the Fourth Folio Shakespeare. During 
the last war over £400,000 was raised for the Red Cross 
by auction sales.

AUSSIES IN PALESTINE 

From Palestine I hear that there are quite a number 
of Jewish soldiers among the Australian troops who 
are now quartered in that country. One of them, a 
corporal (and cousin of Dr. Edward Joseph, a well- 
known surgeon in Jerusalem, who himself hails from 
New Zealand), brought a number of fellow-soldiers to 
the Jewish Agency, where they were shown round.

CZECH REFUGEE ARTIST 

A Czech Jewish refugee, Ernest Neuschul, who now 
lives in Swansea, is exhibiting about fifty paintings at 
the Swansea Art Gallery. Mr. Neuschul was formerly 
a Professor at the Prague Academy of Art, and a 
number of his works in German art galleries were 
destroyed by the Nazis. He has painted, among others, 
the late President Masaryk, ex-President Benes, 
Toscanini, Einstein, and Stalin. He is noted, also, for 
his paintings depicting manual workers of -diflerent 
countries, of which a number are on view in the present 
exhibition at Swansea. There are also portraits of Dr. 
Benes, the Mayor of Swansea, Mr. Lewis Jones, M.P., 
Mr. David Grenfell, M.P., and the Rev. J. Weintrobe, the 
Swansea Jewish Minister.

REFUGEE EMIGRANTS FROM FRANCE | 

The news in your issue of March 15, concerning the 
German nationals (or rather Jews with German passports) 
who were allowed to travel through France on their way 
to Palestine, raises the question as to who was instrumental 
in obtaining the permission from the French authorities. 
Your correspondent mentions the part played by Dr. G. G. 
Kuhlman, Deputy High Commissioner for refugees under 
the League of Nations. But credit must also be given to 
the Jewish Agency in London for their untiring efforts in the 
matter. It was to the Paris representative of that body that 
the official letter was addressed by the French Military 
authorities embodying the conditions under which the transit 
visas could be granted to Jewish refugees (including those 
from Germany) en route for Palestine and other countries. 
In this connection I should like to pay a tribute to the 
British Consul General at Antwerp as well as to the British 
Embassies in Brussels and Paris for their intervention in the 
matter, which, in no small measure contributed to bring 
about the desired result. But gratitude is in the first place 
due to the French Government for the important con- 
cession.——-Mr. ALEXANDER Benr, 78, Rue du _ Pélican, 
Antwerp. 


SOLDIERS’ KASHRUT INFORMATION BUREAU 


Recently you were good enough to publish my letter 
regarding kasher food, particularly canned meat for the 
Forces.

the distribution of canned foodstuffs for which any such

The continued deterioration of the finances of the Liver- 
pool Shechita Board revealed at the annual meeung and 
reported in last week’s JEwisH CHRONICLE must give rise to 
serious concern, and it is to be hoped that the Board will 
institute energetic remedies to mitigate the position. I 
have been perusing the annual accounts of the Liverpool 
Shechita Board for the seven years 1933 to 1939. In the first 
five accounts full details of pensions expenditure are given.

There would appear to be an additional sum expended of 
£1 10s. per week since the tenth week of 1938. This matter 
was raised by a member of the Board at the recent annual 
meeting, but the questioner was rebuked. There is no 
reason why the public should not know these particulars— 
especially now in view of the poor state of the Board's 
finances."

COST OF PESACH KASHRUT 


The commodities mentioned by Mr. Lionel Price are 
alike both for Passover and the whole year in their physical 
properties, but for Passover the preparation and manu- 
facture are carried out under. Rabbinical supervision. 
Modern food production is subject to various chemical 
processes which may not be permissible for Passover 
Kashrut. Manufacturing plants have to be kashered and 
new utensils may be required. With regard to your corre- 
spondent’s remark “ there is an invariable increase in price,” 
| must observe there is no increase whatsoever in the price 
of the articles mentioned, viz., sugar and tea. There are, 
however, the following extra costs incurred by manufac- 
turers for Passover: Payment to a Shomer (the Beth Din 
themselves make no charge for their services) for his time 
spent in supervision; payment of Shomer’s fares; payment 
for labels; cost of advertising; and cost of new utensils. 
In spite of this additional expenditure the majority of 
manufacturers make no increase in their prices, whilst 
others just increase to cover the extra costs.—S. KLUMAN,

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SALARIES OF U.S. OFFICIALS 

1 am disappointed that apparently no voice has been 
raised which would betoken that a thought has been given 
to the position of the lower paid officials of the United 
Synagogue and notably the secretaries of Constituent Syna- 
gogues. Most of these men are full-time officers giving of 
their best in the service of their Synagogues and the United 
Synagogue in general. In my opinion, they were 
inadequately paid even in normal times. With the greatly 
increased cost of living that has taken place, | often wonder 
how they manage to exist at all. I find that the average 
salaries of the Ministers and Readers is £600 and £510 p.a. 
respectively. The reductions would have meant an average 
loss of about £35 p.a. to these officials. 
of secretaries, however, is £200 p.a. (less compulsory deduc- 
tions for superannuation, amounting to approximately eight 
per cent.), leaving a net salary on which to exist of £184 p.a., 
and some of these men are, by their agreements, compelled 
to live in areas where the cost of living is admittedly high. 
Such a state of affairs is hardly to the credit of the United 
Synagogue, whose officials are regarded as “ Jewish civil 
servants.” Something should be done in this matter in the 
way of an increase in salary or ex gratia payment.—Mr.

THE PRICE OF KASHER MEAT 


In your report of the Shechita Board meeting it is stated 
that kasher meat costs only Id. per Ib. more than non-kasher 
meat. If the prices of Jewish and non-kasher meat are 
compared it will be found that save in a few instances this 
is not the case. In many cases kasher meat costs twenty 
to thirty per cent. more; in one instance fifty per cent. more. 
Is it, then, any wonder that an increasing number of 
Jewish housewifes are buying trefa? I know that at my 
own butcher's many familiar faces are absent—and not 
because of evacuation._-Mrs. B. Conren, 94, Jane Street, E.1.

HOUNDSDITCH EARLY CLOSING 


With the approach of early sunset immediately after the 
outbreak of war, shops and warehouses in the Houndsditch 
(London, E.C.3) area closed their premises at 6 p.m. instead 
of, as formerly, 7 p.m. Some even closed as early as 5 p.m. 
The reason for this was that most customers would not 
come out in the black-out; and staffs required an oppor- 
tunity of getting home before complete darkness fell. 
Experience since then has shown that, notwithstanding the 
shorter hours, no loss of business has been occasioned. It 
has been proved, once again, that buyers will always do 
their purchasing within the known business hours of any 
house. This being so, the return to the later closing hours 
now that the days are getting longer is regarded by the 
Houndsditch and Whitechapel Branch of the Shop 
Assistants’ Union as an unnecessary step. This view ts 
strengthened by the fact that 5 p.m. is accepted as the 
closing time for the city warehouses. The branch is of the 
opinion that, given general agreement amongst all the houses 
concerned, a common closing time of 6 p.m. would be a 
valuable step in the general reduction of hours for shop 
assistants which would, at the same time, cost absolutely 
nothing.

Widow of the Haham 


We regret to announce the death, last week, of Mrs.

She was a true helpmate to her husband, 
an affectionate and understanding mother, a loyal friend, 
and a delightful hostess.

THE LATE MR. HERBERT SIDEBOTHAM 


Among many tributes that have been paid to Mr. 
Herbert Sidebotham, the well-known publicist, whose 
death was recorded in our issue of last week, one was 
contained in a message of sympathy sent by Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann to Mrs. Sidebotham and another in a 
message to the family from Professor S. Brodetsky on 
behalf of the Jewish Agency for Palestine. :

Some years ago, when the paper made 
its reappearance, he again became its chief regular con- 
tributor. He was the author of two books on Zionism,

NEW CLUB FOR HACKNEY BOYS 


**A Valuable Addition to London 
Centres ”’ 


DOORS OPEN TO NON-JEWS 


The opening of the Hackney Jewish Boys’ Club's building 
at 4, Martello Street last week provides a new and welcome 
meeting-place for the youth of the district. Speaking at a 
meeting which followed the consecration of the new build- 
ing, Sir Charles Wrench, representing the London Federa- 
tion of Boys’ Clubs, said: “ There are not nearly sufficient 
clubs in London, and the Hackney Boys’ Club will be a 
valuable addition to these useful centres.” 

Mr. M. E. Waldman, O.B.E., J.P., who presided, said that 
the establishment of the Club premises was the culmination 
of three and a half years of hard work behind the scenes. 
They now had a building but were without furniture and 
the means of maintaining it; and the time had arrived when 
the people of Hackney must see to it that the wherewithal 
was providea. Up to the present, most of the work had 
been done by people outside Hackney. £10500 had so 
far been raised for a venture which had started nearly 
four years ago in the basement of the Hackney Synagogue. 
In three weeks, the new Club had enrolled ninety-six new

T has been said with a good deal of 
| Ete that the Bible cannot be fully under- 

stood unless one has been in Bible lands. 
Failing such a visit, for which not everyone 
has the opportunity or the means, it is useful 
to read the Scriptures in conjunction with a 
work like Adam  Smith’s  “™ Historical 
Geography of the Holy Land.” The Book 
of Books then becomes much more real and 
vivid, 

A Famous PSALM 


I propose this week to give one illustration 
of the value of local colour and knowledge 
in the interpretvtion of Holy Writ. Take the 
famous 23rd Psalm, perhaps the best known 
of all the Psalms, commencing. with the 
words “The Lord is my Shepherd.” It 
pictures the Almighty as a tender shepherd 
carefully guiding and protecting His flock, 
inspiring its members with confidence so that 
even the shadow of death ceases to have any 
terrors. At anxious times such as these the 
words of this beautiful Psalm must give 
untold comfort to thousands who are made 
to feel that they will not be deserted in the 
hour of dange 


Besipe THE Strict WATERS 


When I first read this Psalm I was puzzled 
by the phrase “ Thou leadest me beside the 
sill waters.” It seemed quite contrary to 
the practice of all the shepherds I had 
known. They kept their flock in front of 
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them under their eye, generally aided by a 
watchful dog ready to run at his masters 
bidding to keep any errant sheep on the 
right path. The shepherd always walked 
behind. He never /ed the flock. Then one 
day I read that in the East, particularly in 
Palestine, the shepherd does lead his flock. 
There are many narrow defiles and ravines 
in which danger may be lurking, and-.so the 
shepherd goes in front and the sheep follow 
Thus it is quite correct to picture the Divine 
Shepherd leading his flock, say, down to 
some quiet pool by the Jordan where the) 
may obtain rest and refreshment. 


LEADING OR DRIVING 


It seems to me that there is an important 
idea underlying this. IL would be much 
rather led than driven. There is all the 
difference in the world between the volun- 
tary following of a chosen leader and the 
compulsory impetus at the bidding of a 
taskmaster. I could serve an employer but 
not a slave-driver. The whole Jewish con- 
ception of life is here involved. God says, 
“ Here is the way; it is for you to follow.” 
There is no must about it. God is not 
behind us with a whip to drive us along the 
right road. He merely points out that 
neglect to follow His guidance may land us 
in trouble. The choice is ours. 


THe Dark RAVINE 


The way led by the Shepherd is not always 
a plain and sunny path, through smiling 
meadows, beside cool waters. Sometimes 
the road assumes a different character. Ii 
becomes rocky and stony, strewn with great 
boulders, to get over which we may need 


assistance. The Shepherd's crook will he!p 
us here. “ Thy rod and Thy staff, they com- 
fort me.” 


it is surely comforting to know 
that in the difficult passages of life we have 
something to rely on, some sure aid, a 
reliable guide. But the road may become 
more threatening still. The cliffs may close 
in on us. The sun may be blotted out. 
Even then the guiding Shepherd is seen in 
front of us, still leading us on. “ Though I 
walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death I will fear no evil, for Thou art with 
me.” A sublime thought. The ravine may 
open out into a new world. But no evil is 
to be feared. The Shepherd is the Lord 
Who, as Jeremiah said, “ brought us up out 
of the land of Egypt, that led us through the 
wilderness, through a land of deserts and of 
pits, through a land of drought and of the 
shadow of death, through a land that no 
man passed through and where no man 
dwelt.” 

We can safely trust such a Shepherd, 
whatever may befall.

**A Valuable Addition to London 
Centres ”’ 


DOORS OPEN TO NON-JEWS 


The opening of the Hackney Jewish Boys’ Club's building 
at 4, Martello Street last week provides a new and welcome 
mecting-place for the youth of the district. Speaking at a 
meeting which followed the consecration of the new build- 
ing, Sir Charles Wrench, representing the London Federa- 
tion of Boys’ Clubs, said: “ There are not nearly sufficient 
clubs in London, and the Hackney Boys’ Club will be a 
valuable addition to these useful centres.” 

Mr. M. E. Waldman, O.B.E., J.P., who presided, said that 
the establishment of the Club premises was the culmination 
of three and a half. years of hard work behind the scenes. 
They now had a building but were without furniture and 
the means of maintaining it; and the time had arrived when 
the people of Hackney must see to it that the wherewithal 
was provided. Up to the present, most of the work had 
been done by people outside Hackney. £10,500 had so 
far been raised for a venture which had started nearly 
four years ago in the basement of the Hackney Synagogue. 
In three weeks, the new Club had enrolled ninety-six new

There is no must about it. God is not 
behind us with a whip to drive us along the 
right road. He merely points out that 
neglect to follow His guidance may land us 
in trouble. The choice is ours. 


THe Dark RAVINE 


The way led by the Shepherd is not always 
a plain and sunny path, through smiling 
meadows, beside cool waters. Sometimes 
the road assumes a different character. It 
becomes rocky and stony, strewn with great 
boulders, to get over which we may need 
assistance. The Shepherd's crook will 
us here. “ Thy rod and Thy staff, they com- 
fort me.” It is surely comforting to know 
that in the difficult passages of life we have 
something to rely on, some sure aid, a 
reliable guide. But the road may become 
more threatening still. The cliffs may close 
in on us. The sun may be blotted out. 
Even then the guiding Shepherd. is seen in 
front of us, still leading us on. “ Though I 
walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death I will fear no evil, for Thou art with 
me.” A sublime thought. The ravine may 
open out into a new world, But no evil is 
to be feared. The Shepherd is the Lord 
Who, as Jeremiah said, “ brought us up out 
of the land of Egypt, that led us through the 
wilderness, through a land of deserts and of 
pits, through a land of drought and of the 
shadow of death, through a land that no 
man passed through and where no man 
dwelt.” 

We can safely trust such a Shepherd, 
whatever may befall.

1941 and that the present assessment of the Finta remain 
in force during the current year. 

Mendes were 
elected Parnasim and Messrs. Archibald David and James 
Sebag-Montefiore Elders for a period of two years. 

Messrs. F. 1. Afriat, A. de Casseres, D. D. G. Israel,

Barnett and J. S. Benzecry, and Col. T. H. Sebag-Montefiore, 
D.S.0O., were elected Elders for a further term of three 
years. 

The report states, in part, that

Dr. Gaster bequeathed to the Synagogue a Record ol 
original documents and Press cuttings from 1838 to 1908 relating 
to the establishment and history of the West London (Reform)

OBSERVANCE OF PASSOVER 


Sedarim Arranged for Evacuees 
MORE HEBREW CLASSES REOPENED 
Public Appeal for Funds 


The problems of how to give religious instruction to 
children who have returned to London and how to 
enable those who are still away to observe Passover, 
were discussed at a meeting of the Jewish Religious 
Education Board at the Rose Hertz Hall last week. 

Mr. Herbert M. Adler stated that it was estimated that 
about 3,000 children would remain in reception areas tor 
Passover. Ihe Kasher Canteen Committee had already 
made preliminary arrangements for 23 centres to be set up, 
which would enable between 1,500 and 1,700 children to 
keep a full Passover; 25 centres had been set up to provide 
for Sedarim and it was hoped to increase these to 40, to 
cater for 1.200 children. In the case of tsolated children, 
parents were being encouraged to send parcels of Passover 
food. The Committee were providing everything neces- 
sary for the Secer Service. 

Dr. Nathan Morris reported on the present position of 
the Board's educational work. Some 12,000 to 14,000 
children, he said, were now in Greater London, of whom 
about 2.000 were receiving instruction in Synagogue 
classes and Talmud Torahs. The Board had been allocated 
by the Joint Emergency Committee £1,300 for the neat 
six months (which had subsequently been reduced to 
£1,150, owing to the need of tunds for Passover observ- 
ance), and immediately they had called a meeting of 
teachers under the chairmanship of Mr. L. G. Bowman. 
Their difficulty was that they were dependent so largely 
on day schools for accommodation and staff, but in addi- 
tion to the Sabbath School, which was the first of the 
Board's classes to reopen, seven other sets of classes were 
now functioning: Ashfield Street, Brady Club, Myrdle 
Street. Rochelle Street, Stepney, Wordsworth Road, and 
Wood Close. In addition they expected to reopen in a 
fortnight’s time Cephas Street, Dempsey Street. and High 
Street, Stoke Newington. The total roll of these classes 
was 400 and their budget enabled them to increase this 
number.at present only up to 800. 


Situation of Increasing Urgency 


“The meaning of this hardly needs stressing,” said Dr. 
Morris. “Roughly speaking, about three-quarters of 
Jewish children of school age in Greater London are at 
present receiving no regular Jewish instruction. It is almost 


entirely a matter of finance and it will depend on the 


results of the appeal now before the Community whether 
the Board, together with the other educational ofganisa- 
tions, will be able to deal in any effective manner with a 
sttuation of increasing urgency.” 

Dr. Lucas reported that the appeal had been launched 
on March 8 and a selected list of people had been circu- 
larised, with a result that £637 had been raised. He felt 
the time had now come for the appeal to be made to a 
wider public. 

The accounts of the Board for the year 1939 were sub- 
mitted, showing an expenditure of nearly £6,000 and a 
deficit of £580, and it was decided to print an abridged 
annual report. 


CHILDREN’S RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


Joint Emergency Committee's Report 
{COMMUNICATED] 


At a meeting of the Joint Emergency Committee held at 
Woburn House recently, a report was presented with regard 
to the present condition of the religious education of 
children both in London and in its reception areas. 

The number of centres formed in the reception areas for 
Hebrew instruction has grown rapidly, and is now 127, with- 
out counting the Non-Provided Schools. These centres are 
spread over 69 towns and villages. The roll for February 
was 3,666, and the average altendance was 2.753. There 
has been no considerable return of Jewish children to 
London since December. The Government and. the L.C.C. 
have repeatedly stressed the advantages of the children’s 
remaining where they are, and it would be most unwise to 
rely on a second evacuation. 

Everything possible is being done in the reception areas 
for the religious welfare of the children. Often, however, 
the lessons are very shert. But nearly everywhere regular 
Sabbath services are maintained. In fact, many children 
are coming regularly who hardly saw the inside of a Syna- 
gogue in London, The teacher's part is a very arduous one. 
He may be called upon to teach during the week, not merely, 
in one centre but in several. One teacher covers 200 miles 
on an auto-cycle during the week. 

In London, classes are fast being reopened, though with. 
attenuated rolls and meagre staffs. Eighteen Talmud 
Torahs are already functioning, 43 Synagogue classes, and 
10 Jewish Religious Education Board centres. But in all. 
only about half the number of Jewish children are now 
receiving religious instruction compared with those attend- 
ing before the war 

More money is badly needed. The Committee's hope is 


pinned to the appeal which has just been launched. 


ORANGES AND THE SUGAR 
RATION 


Many and Varied Uses 


Despite the war there are ample supplies of citrus fruit 
available, and these should be welcomed by everybody for 
the very good and sufficient reason that they represent a 
really valuable addition to the sugar ration. 

Oranges, lemons, and grapefruit are this year in exceilent 
condition and plentiful. The bitter oranges, whose season 
has just ended, have provided the means at home of making 
excellent marmalade. Such citrus confections are a daily 
necessity in the household, and they contain most of the 
valuable properties of the fresh orange juice. 

The value of orange and all citrus fruit—*“ bottled sun- 
shine” it has been called—is well known to all dietitians 
and should be borne in mind by housewives in times when 
difficulties in catering make every item of food specially 
important. 3 

Juice from citrus fruit is a preventive of many illnesses, 
and is an excellent tonic and general pick-me-up for persons 
of all ages. 

There is nothing more refreshing in the morning than a 
glass of orange juice, whether for children or adults—-for 
children. even the tiniest of them, it has what might almost 
be called a medicinal as well as a nutritive value. 

For many social occasions, the sweet-acid tang of citrus 
fruit juices give piquancy to many non-alcoholic “ cock- 
tails,” and their natural sugars help in the necessary 
swectening. 

Oranges should be regarded as a staple element in the 
daily diet of everyone, especially during war-time when it 
is so essential to keep the nation’s health and nerves at the 
highest possible level. 

lhe Palestine orange season is, of course, now drawing 
to its close, but the orange habit should be an all-the-year- 
round practice. If, then, this healthful habit is maintained, 
in due course its fortunate addicts will have the added joy 
of knowing that their regimen builds up not only their own 
wellbeing but that of the Land of Israel.

currency has been so skiifully controlied that no change took 
place im the bank rate mum India, even durmg the critical days 
at the beginning o!f the war. when the Bank of England rate

The Reserve Bank deserve great credit for keeping money and 
exchange rates on an even keel and the accumulation of large 
sterling funds has enabled the Government. of India to under- 
take the repatriation of India sterling loans under a scheme 
recently published. Broadly speaking, almost all major mdustries 
in India stand to benefit from war conditions, more particularly 
in jute manufacture owmg to the heavy orders for sandbags 
placed by the British Government. 

In Ceylon and the Strans Settlements, trade has been affected 
in much the same way as im India, the demand tor the raw 
products, of which ther exports mainly consist, having been 
enhanced by war-time needs with resultant higher prices and 
larger quotas under control schemes for the three principal 
commodities, tea, rubber, and tn The combination of these 
factors has caused an increase in the volume of finance required 
by producers and merchants. 

i am glad to say that the finances of liaq are reassuring, 
having regard to the abnormal times. Full Customs figures for 
1939 are not yet available, but those that we have, up to the 
end of October, indicate a decrease in the volume of imports 
by over a million pounds, whilst it would appear that exports 
have been kept up to their normal level. Since the outbreak of 
war, the volume of exports has increased considerably, and we 
understand that the country has been enabled to dispose of 

much of its surplus stocks of gram for shipment in 1940. 

The date industry is of great wumportance to Iraq, and under 
the guidance of Messrs. Andrew Weir and Company a scheme 
for improvement of conditions of the industry was introduced 
last year. Prices were fixed and exporting channels were 
centralised, with results which are recognised as beneficial to 
all concerned. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted 


due to the outbreak of war, with the black-out and other 
handicaps, it was only to be expected that results for 1939 
would show some reduction in earnings.

“Come Out To Play” 


Jessie Matthews and Sonnie Hale 


The new revue, “ Come Out To Play,” which brings 
Jessie Matthews and Sonnie Hale back to the West 
End stage, is a thoroughly cheerful affair, very bright 
in performance if not so marked by this quality in its 
conception. It is at the Phoenix Theatre. 

The sketches are not very strong, but they are entertain- 
ing because of the skill and drive with which they are 
handied. A number which deals with those “ naughty 
nineties,” so overworked of recent years in revue, is one 
of the best items and affords Sonnie Hale an opportunity 
for giving us some superb burlesque. Jessie Matthews 
dances with, if possible, fhore ofthat irresistibly attractive 
lightness and spirit than usual, and her participation in the 
sketches reminds us of her sparkling comedy resources.

** The Silver Patrol”’ 
Orthodox Musical Comedy 


This show at the New Theatre reminds us how sadly 
has the musical comedy of to-day fallen from the 
orthodoxy of its ancestors—not because of its lapses in 
this respect but because of its impeccable observance 
of the “ classical” canons. 

And, there is no mistake about it, the very conventionality 
of the work has its own attractiveness. After all, who wants 
realism when hero, heroine, or even villain—to say nothing 
of choruses of soldiers, sailors, visitors, and villagers— 
could, as im the old convention, at every emotional crisis 
burst into song, what time a convenient orchestra between 
us and them-——Dieu soit béni—by. an amazingly happy 
coincidence pursued the same harmonic line. No, let 
musical comedy be frankly make-believe, and the fewer 
surprises the better. Enough that, as here, Elizabeth French 
provides our eyes and ears with simple delight, Jack Melford 
brings a full-blooded heroism to the juvenile lead, and 
Gene Gerrard gives us plenty to laugh at in his peculiarly 
humorous versions of some of the minor misfortunes of 
which humanity is sometimes the deserving sufferer. 


Yan Damm’'‘s Revue ’”’ 
Non-Stop at the Garrick 


Mr. Vivian Van Damm, of “ Windmill” fame, has 
cast his new non-stop at the Garrick very much on 
“ Revudeville ” lines, expanding, the scene to fit the 
larger theatre. 

There is, of course, an inevitable difficulty in applying 
these methods, so. suited to a small house which has 
developed a kind of personality of its own, to the more 
impersonal surroundings of an ordinary sized theatre. The 
present revue runs with admirable speed and efficiency; the 
spectacular scenes are pretty. But the humour is sadly lack- 
ing. Perhaps it is the weakness of the sketches which gives 
the show the impression of lacking individual talent. Anita 
Martell shows unusual ability in an unusual juggling act; 
and there are most promising indications from Zena Dell.

CONTRABAND CONTROL 


The Right Sort of Propaganda 


The Admiralty, the Ministry of Economic Warfare, and 
the Ministry information provided facilities for the 
making of * Contraband,” a well-made spy-cum-propaganda 
story, which is now showing at the Odeon, Leicester Square. 
The propaganda side consists of interesting shots taken at 
a Contraband Control base somewhere on the South-East 
Coast, and a demonstration of the inherent sportsmanship 
of the Danes, but it is the melodrama which takes first 
place, as is only right. 

Conrad Veidt, distinctive and virile as ever, is the Danish 
skipper of a merchantman brought in for search by the 
contraband control authorities, when two of his passengers 
steal his and his mate’s landing passes and entrain for 
London. He follows them and becomes embroiled in a 
series of adventures with German agents. It is all very 
exciting, and though there are points in the plot which might 
have been more fully explained, the story goes with a 
swing. 

Valerie Hobson as a British agent is both decorative and 
competent, and Hay Petrie, who takes the two rdéles of 
mate and Danish restaurateur, gives a couple of delightful 
character studies. Veidt is as polished a performer as ever, 
and Denmark should be pleased with him. 

This ‘is the first film to show London in the black-out, 
complete with torch vendors, autocratic taxi drivers, and 
curtain-swathed doorways, and since there is: always pleasure 
to be had from recognition, these scenes are particularly 
enjoyable. 

The film is produced by John Corfield, of British National 
Films, and imaginatively directed by Michael Powell. It 
has a “ U Certificate. 


Also at the Odeon is-“ You Nazty Spy.” with the Three 
Stooges. It is rather like an under-rehearsed sixth form 
ra’, but is very funry in parts and provides an excuse to 
laugh at Hitler and Co. 


OLYMPE BRADNA 
Young Star Saves Du!! Film 


Very sentimental and long drawn out is “* Night of Nights,” 
a story of actors and playwrights, which starts to-day -al 
the Plaza (“A” Cert.). Pat OBrien, an actor and writer, 
ruins the first night of his own play by getting drunk on the 
stage: his wife—-about to have a baby——leaves him, and he 
thereupon gives up his career and settles down tc a life of 
gloom and remorse. 

His actor friend, Roland Young, does his best to revive 
him, but it is twenty years before his daughter (Olympe 
Bradna) emerges from a Canadian convent and succeeds in 
rousing him. The play he ruined is triumphantly produced 
again, Olympe becomes a star overmght, and O'Brien does 
a Pagliacci by dying after the finale in his clown’s make-up. 

This kind of thing needs sparkling dialogue to make it 


tolerable. In this case, however, the dialogue is as flat as | 


last week's pancake and it js only Olympe, who has a delightful 
freshness of appeal, that Keeps the film going. 


ANOTHER THIN MAN 
William Powell, Myrna Loy—and the Dog 


Here is “ Another Thin Man,” even thinner this time, 
despite a crime plot which ts so involved that the police 
look baffled even when Willhaam Powell, has explained it all 
to them. That ts not surprising, for the criminal this time 
is the least suspectable of all the characters. while the 
explanation sounds more like brilliant improvisation than 
scientific deduction. 

But, after all, what matters is that here is the inimitable 
William Powell with his eyebrow-raising and back- 
wriggling, his wisecracks put over as though they were 
platitudes, and his genius for escaping death by sheer 
inconsequence of behaviour, Myrna Loy and Asta the dog 
are there too, to give Powell the necessary moral support. 
So there’s good entertainment at the Empire. (“° A” Cert.).
